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ABSTRACT 


The purpose of the study was to gather and provide information regarding 
the development of women's field hockey in the Province of Alberta from 1962 to 
1973. In addition, it was intended to investigate the influence and type of 
assistance received by the women's field hockey organizations. 

Primary source data were collected from minutes, correspondence and 
newsletters from the three associations involved with field hockey in the province. 
These materials were obtained by requesting from each association the opportunity 
to study the secretary's files up to December 31st, 1973. To clarify information 
obtained from the previously mentioned sources, a personal interview was held 
with Mrs. Helen Cusworth and the author personally correspondended with Mr. 
Amby Gregg. 

Secondary source data were collected from books on the history of sport 
in Canada and theses concerning sport in Alberta. Additional background 
information was obtained from published reports on sport by the Federal and 
Provincial Governments. 

The study revealed that women's field hockey in Alberta started in a 
league with teams made up of both men and women in 1957. Then in 1962 the 
women in Edmonton and Calgary separated from the men to form their own 


organizations - the Edmonton Ladies Field Hockey Club and the Calgary Ladies 
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Field Hockey Club respectively. These two clubs existed only for a few years 
prior to disbanding in 1963 and 1964 respectively. The apparent reason for this 
occurrence was the.decrease in membership. Women's field hockey was 
subsequently reorganized in 1965 as the Alberta Women's Field Hockey 
Association. The provincial organization was established mainly to obtain the 
assistance provided to the provincial bodies from the Canadian Women's Field 
Hockey Association and from the Federal and Provincial Governments. At this 
time the sport was being played as an organized league only in €Alleteny while the 
Earerion ladies were not organized but were involved in the occasional pick-up 
game. 

The Alberta Association administered the sport for the Calgary area for a 
number of years until the Edmonton ladies ramecaelicned themselves as the 
Northern Alberta Women's Field Hockey Association in 1970. Asa result of this, 
the Calgary Ladies Field Hockey Association came into existence once more during 
the same year. The Alberta Association was no longer involved solely with the 
sport in the Calgary area but with the entire province. 

By 1973 the provincial body was providing liaison between the Canadian 
Women's Field Hockey Association and the local associations while the Northern 
Alberta organization and the Calgary organization administered the leagues in 


their respective areas. 
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CHAPTER | 


INTRODUCTION 


Women's field hockey was introduced into the Canadian sporting scene in 
the same manner as most sports, through the efforts of a dedicated leader and the 
zeal of many followers. It was in 1896 in Vancouver, British Columbia, when 
Mr. W. J. K. "Polly" Flinton "began asking Victorian-minded parents to allow 
their daughters to engage in the game of field Neckeye ® With these girls he 
formed and trained the Vancouver Ladies Hockey Club. From this small start the 
sport began to grow very quickly so that within five years annual games were being 
played between the women's hockey clubs of Victoria, Nanaimo, and Wellington 
at Brockton Point in Stanley pare Later, additional teams were formed to participate 
in the city competition. Also, in 1902, to complement the club level activity, 
field hockey was gradually introduced into the school system by Mr. Ed.

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But the debut of women's field hockey had not been limited to the west 
coast of Canada. In 1902 an instructor introduced field hockey to the girls at Toronto's 
University Golledena Two years later, Victoria College in Toronto also took an 
interest in the sport. But the game only lasted a few years before being 
discontinued in Toronto; whereas in Vancouver, club level hockey was played 
with much enthusiasm until the outbreak of World War |, when it ceased. Although 
the clubs discontinued competition, school level hockey continued to be played 
and to grow. In fact, interest and support by the athletes necessitated the 
formation of a junior division, while the seniors were allowed to participate in 
Provincial Ay Se Following the war, hockey took root once more, but was 
not organized until 1924 when a team from Fairview School of Commerce, Vancouver, 
was aes This was followed by the creation of the Ex-Kitsilano High School 
team, University of British Columbia team, North Van team and South Van team; 
so that within five years there were five teams competing in city competition.

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was no exception. With the encouragement of Mr. Mayers, principal at 
Britannia School, a decision was made to form a Women's Grass Hockey 
Association in Vancouver. Thus, in 1929, through the efforts of Marjorie McKay, 
a Lower Mainland Women's Grass Hockey Association (L. M. W. G. H. A. ) was 
formed which later became known as the Greater Vancouver Women's Grass 
Hockey Association (G. V.W. G.H. Age In addition to the formation of this 
club, two other clubs were formed - Victoria Ladies Club and Britannia Grade 
itis. 

At the school girl level, hockey continued to increase so that in 1931, 
the Junior Division was separated into A and B sections and in the following year, 
an Intermediate Division was mRPERUEES Hence, the school girl level hockey 
expanded its structure as the club level hockey became formally organized. 

The increasing use of steamboats and railroads provided much easier 
travel around the turn of the century when this development was taking place. 
Competition expanded from local to provincial, to national and to international 
as a result, Me Women's field hockey also experienced the growth with a total of 


twelve teams (Ex-South Van, Brit Grads, Ex-Kits, North Van Grads, Ex-Magee,

In the autumn of 1936 the women had their first international exhibition match 
when the Australian International Team travelled to Philadelphia via Vancouver . me 
Mr. T. Pattison and Mr. R. Bell-Irving had managed to persuade the Australian 
team to make a brief stop in Vancouver to compete against the Vancouver 
Representative Team. The Vancouver team lost to the Australians by a score of 10 
Tonle 

In 1936 another important event occurred which had tremendous effect on 
the future of field hockey. The L. M. W. G. H. A. had accepted an invitation to 
send a representative to the International Conference in Philadelphia. Miss Mary 
West (now Mrs. Alex Murray) had the honour of being the representative. i The 
outcome of the meeting was the acceptance of the Lower Mainland Association as 
an associate member of the International Federation of Women's Hockey 
Association (1. F. W. H. A.). This year an event could be labelled as the turning 
point for women's field hockey in Canada for in British Columbia the sport began to 
flourish with the creation of more teams and more leagues. As a result, the upsurge 
of games being played intensified the need for more qualified umpires. Thus, work 


was started to improve the umpiring aspect of the game by forming an umpiring 
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organization. 

The sport was also being introduced into other parts of Canada. The 
Maritimes began to enjoy the game during the early forties. ie This was especially 
evident at the Universities. In 1949 the first Intercollegiate competition in the 
sport was held as a consequence of the interest displayed by the athletes. iS 
Participating in the sporting event were Dalhousie University, Acadia University, 
King College from Nova Scotia and Mount Allison from New Brunswick . 

The sport was reborn in Toronto in 1950 at the University of Toronto and 
at McMaster University in Hamilton in 1953; in addition, school girl hockey had its start in 
Scarborough, Ontario, in 1955.17 Due to this expansion into the other areas of 
Ontario, it was decided that an association was needed to coordinate all activities 
within the province and so in 1960, the Ontario Women's Field Hockey Association 
was formed. 

Up to this point in time, it is evident that women's field hockey was being 


played in British Columbia, Ontario and to some extent in the Maritimes. But, the

According to Mr. Amby Gregg, field hockey was played at the club 
level in Calgary as early as 1957.1? Then in 1962, both the Vagabond Hockey 
Club of Montreal, Quebec, and the Maritimes Women's Field Hockey Association 
were founded val 

Another aspect of the sport that had a substantial influence on the early 
beginnings of field hockey was the appearance of a Canadian team at the 1, F. W. 
H. A. Conference and Tournament in April of 1956.7! This team as well as the 
one for the next conference in 1959 was composed entirely of British Columbia 
athletes. But shortly after the 1959 Conference, the Ontario association requested 
t hat their members be eligible for the trials for the 1963 Canadian Touring Team. 
The |.F.W.H.A. replied that in order for their members to be eligible for the 
trials, they must be affiliated with the Greater Vancouver Association which was 
the official Canadian body to all international events. 

The G. V.W. G.H.A. received the request from Ontario and the 
Maritimes for affiliation. Therefore, it was decided that a Canadian Association 


should be formed and this was agreed upon in principle by all associations in

motion was passed that established the Canadian Association:

That the Canadian Women's Field Hockey Association 
comes into existence this very twenty-fourth day of 
September, 1962. 99 
Carried. 
By 1962, women's field hockey was firmly established in Vancouver and 
Vancouver Island in British Columbia, in Toronto and Hamilton in Ontario, and in 
Nova Scotia in the Maritimes with other areas in Canada beginning to form an 
interest in the game. Hence, the 1963 Canadian Representative Touring Team 
was the first team comprised of eastern and western representatives and the 
Canadian Team has remained so since that date. 

Today, the sport is played in each province and the Northwest Territories. 
It is one of the events in the Canada Summer Games and is also an activity in 
Provincial Games such as the Alberta Summer Games. At the National level, 
each province is represented at the Canadian Women's Field Hockey Association 
National Tournament. Internationally, Canada has hosted a number of touring 
teams from various parts of the world and has sent a representative team to a few 
tournaments other than the International Conferences. In the not too distant 


future, Canada will be hosting, for the first time, the 1979 International 


Federation of Women's Hockey Associations Conference and Tournament. 
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Administratively, field hockey has an Executive Director in Ottawa in 
the Administrative Centre for Sport and Recreation and has been the recipient of a 
variety of grants from Sport Canada and coaching grants from the O'Keefe Sports 
Foundation's. The O'Keefe Sports Foundation prime objective is to encourage 
participation in amateur sports and to raise the standard of skills in amateur sports. 
The Foundation provides grants in order to obtain high-level coaches for the sport 
and also to train Canadians as coaches. Each province has a provincial association 
and has received aid in some form. 

In the majority of the aid received, the Canadian Association played a 
role. But in order for the C. W. F. H. A. to have been able to perform it's task, 
it had to have a strong base from which it could work. paeld hockey developed in 
each province and territory with local associations and a provincial association that 
co-operated toorganize clinics and competitions. It was from these clinics and 
competitions that the umpires, athletes and administrators developed. 

Since the formation of the C. W. F. H. A. tothe present day, the game has 
progressed tremendously throughout Canada. This has been most evident in the 
provinces, especially those in which women's field hockey did not get underway 
until 1962 when the Canadian organization was established. 

The purpose of this study was to investigate the development of women's 
field hockey in the Province of Alberta from 1962 to December 31st, 1973. From 
this, one could observe the type and amount of growth that was being experienced 
by the sport during the time period. 


A second purpose of the study was to investigate the type of assistance 
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received by the local and provincial associations and how beneficial they were to 
the maintenance and growth of the sport. In order for any amateur sport to exist, 
some assistance must be received at some hime. This assistance could have taken 
the form of a lined playing surface to financial aid of various types. 

Information for the study was obtained from the Northern Alberta 
Women's Field Hockey Association, the Calgary Ladies Field Hockey Association, 
the Alberta Women's Field Hockey Association, and the Canadian Women's Field 
Hockey Association. To further substantiate the information obtained from these 
sources, annual reports from cities Parks and Recreation Department and the 
Department of Culture, Youth and Recreation were also utilized. Other sources 
of information were the Statutes of Alberta and Canada, special committee reports, 
historical books, theses, interviews, and articles from the Canadian Field Hockey 


News and local newspapers. 
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CHAPTER II 


THE COMMENCEMENT OF WOMEN'S FIELD HOCKEY 


Canadian Sporting Scene 
On June 30th, 1959, Prince Philip, in his speech to the Canadian 


Medical Association, criticized the low standard of physical fitness of the 
Canadian population: 
There is evidence that despite everything, people in 
Canada are not as fit as they might be...some scheme, 
therefore, which exists to encourage participation in 
all sports and recreation, for all ages and sections of 
the community is absolutely essential to any modern 
community with a high standard of living.! 
As was pointed out in the speech, the low standard of physical fitness was due to 
the inactivity of the vast majority of the population in sports and recreation. 
Canadians were not motivated to participate in sporting activities. Therefore, 


Prince Philip felt that encouragement and support should be given to those 


organizations which promoted better health and fitness.

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This speech had great influence on sports during the late 1950's; sporting 
bodies, characteristically, were not enjoying any degree of success either in the 
areas of mass participation or in performance. However, an important occurrence 
in 1960 had a "turning point" effect on the Canadian sporting scene. The passage 
of the Fitness and Amateur Sport Act (Bill C-131) marked the beginning of a 
sporting usluion a The objectives of Bill C-131 were to encourage, promote 
and develop fitness and amateur sport in Gineddee Through the powers of the Act, 
an attempt was made to upgrade the sporting scene in all aspects - finance, 
research, training, promotions and informations. (Appendix A) 

The passing of this Bill marked the beginning of a new era in Canadian 
sports in which the attitude towards sports changed. It was something that did not 
occur overnight but over a number of years. Also, it was a change that did not 
happen easily as there was a constant struggle to prove that sport was an essential 
part of life. It was an alteration that took place gradually and had a direct 
influence on all sporting bodies. The early 1960's became a time of birth for new 
sports; a re-organization of old sports, and an acceptance of sports by the general 


public.

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1900's to the mid fifties. Interest peaked during the time that the Edmonton Grads 
Basketball Team was making sporting history in the 1930's and again when the 
Edmonton Eskimos were Grey Cup contenders and eventually winners in the mid 
fifties. When these two events occurred, the public had someone they could 
associate with and displayed it by becoming patrons of the activities. 

Following the passage of Bill C-131 in 1960 the Alberta Government in 
1961, created a Recreational and Cultural Development Branch under the Department 
of the Provincial Seerearyes Later, in 1963, a Fitness and Amateur Sport Survey 
Committee was established by an Alberta Order in Council from the grants 
received as a result of Bill C-131. The purpose of the Committee was to 


. ..give some indication of active amateur sports, 
games and other programmes in Alberta in order to: 


A. Indicate the present level of such activities 
by considering the services, facilities and 


personnel available; and 


B. Recommend desirable extensions and/or 
additions thereof .© 


This Bill provided an opportunity for new and established sports to obtain aid and 
to re-organize their executive bodies. 
A transformation in sports occurred at the national level and the 


provincial level. The change was mainly concerned with establishing a program

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which the general population could find beneficial. It was in this supportive 


atmosphere that field hockey got its first foothold in Alberta.

The above article appeared in the Calgary Albertan April 7th, 1914, and was 
evidence of the earliest field hockey club in existence in the province. At this 
time, the game was played only by the men. The following year the activity was 
dropped due to World War |. 
It was organized again, as a mixed league, in 1957 through the hard work 

of Mr. Amby Gregg. 

Mr. Gregg feels that if a couple of teams could 

be organized first, the sport would spread quickly 

so that league play would soon be under way. He 


suggests that men and women play on the same squads.... 


In 1960, a mixed tournament was established to give the Calgary teams an event to

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participate in and to create interest. This event was named the Gregg Shield 
Competition since Mr. Gregg donated a shield as the award to the winners. The 
first year of the competition the shield was won by the Rovers. The Gregg Shield 
Competition became an annual tournament that brought the men's and women's 
teams together for an enjoyable set of matches. 
Then, in the Spring of 1962, the women separated from the men to create 
their own club and league - the Calgary Ladies Field Hockey Club (C. L. F. H.C..). 
The formation of the club was announced in a letter to Mrs. M. Hojack of 
the Edmonton Ladies Field Hockey Club: 
Our club was also formed in April and we are now 
operating as a separate entity from the men. We 
have about 35 people on our books with 20 - 25 
people regularly attending games and practises.” 
There were two reasons for the separation. The first reason was evident in the 
above quotation; the Calgary women felt there was a sufficient number of female 
participants to warrant formation of their own league. Second, with the women 
being on their own, they would be able to receive government ane 
Initially, the club had two teams named the Nomads and the Wanderers, 


but in the following year when the membership increased, it expanded to four 


teams - Phoenix, Blue Streaks, Saracens and Don't Care. Games were played

These were 
first held at Highwood Park and then later moved to Hillhurst Park. “ [re 263, 
the games and practises were moved once more to Stanley Park; this remained as 
their home to the present date. These playing surfaces were provided and 
maintained by the City of Calgary, Parks and Recreation Department. It was the 
first assistance that the club had received. 

To ensure that field hockey continued to thrive, a constitution was 
written and adopted that provided an administrative body to handle all the basic 
needs of the club. Hence, by the end of the first year, the C.L.F.H.C. had a 
playing area, players which were organized into teams that competed once a week, 
a constitution that explained the operation of the club, and an executive body to 
administer the club. 

The club made an attempt to provide an unofficial, unpaid coach to 
advise and instruct the participants in 1963. A letter had been sent to Mr. A. J. 
Gregg inquiring if he would be willing to be the coach. ee Mr. Gregg accepted 
the request and coached the women in 1963 and assisted in the following year and 
again in es 


The Calgary association became a member of the C. W. F. H. A. in 1964

Ma The women joined the Canadian association 
primarily to receive the benefits that the national body provided. One of the 
benefits that was realized the very next year was an invitation to compete in the 
Western Sectional Tournament. 

In the first two years of organization the club had achieved some success 
with an increase in membership and a formalized executive. Yet this was 
shortlived for in 1964 the C.L.F.H.C. disbanded and three of the men's clubs: 
Blue Streaks, Phoenix, and Saracens, agreed to sponsor the women's teams that 
remained. According to a letter from Mr. Amby Gregg, the women rejoined the 
men for the social activities. The decision to disband the club could have also 
been based on membership. Ina letter to Miss Barbara Schrodt on January 29th, 
1964, Mrs. Eirian Jones pointed out that at the beginning of the season there were 
about thirty-five registered in the club but this then dwindled to twenty or so 
t owards the end of the season. As a result of insufficient numbers to play in their 
own league, the women decided to join the men to play mixed hockey. 
Consequently, after some discussion with the men's executive, the women 
disbanded and joined the men for the 1964 playing season. The women continued 
to organize their own competitions but they no longer had an executive body. In 
place of the C.L.F.H.C., the women had a chairman who was an executive 
member of the Field Hockey Association of Calgary (F. H. A. C.) and who 


headed the Ladies League Committee.

The women's membership had consisted mainly of Old Country immigrants 
with either no or very few native Calgarians on the teams.

Games were to be played between the teams as an exhibition tournament to expose 
the sport to the local people and to entice a few to join. It was also an 
opportunity for the members, at a high ability level, to play in a game with people 
of equivalent or more advanced skill levels. Thus, the British Columbia team 
played a few exhibition games on May 16th and 17th, 1964, in Calgary against 
the Calgary teams. The Edmonton team did not participate because they could not 


obtain enough players. The games had a positive effect in Calgary as the women

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membership than they had previously. The re-organization may not have been 
achieved without the advice from the C.W.F.H.A,. and the British Columbia 
players travelling to Calgary to play the exhibition games. There was one other 
achievement that occurred at this time which was to be beneficial for field hockey 
in the future. Through the enthusiasm of Rosemary Fettes, Alec Hoos, Amby 
Gregg and helpers, the group was able to interest youngsters by the dozen in the 
game of field hockey. we The instruction provided was to ensure that 
there be younger people to carry on the sport in the future. 

Even though the C.L.F.H.C. had disbanded in 1964, considerable 
achievement was made during this year giving an optimistic future to ladies field 


hockey in Calgary. 


Edmonton Ladies Field Hockey Club 

The Edmonton Ladies Field Hockey Club (E.L.F.H.C.) was formed on 
April 11th, 1962, when the women separated from a mixed league to form their 
own league. ae Why the separation occurred is unknown but it could be that the 
number of female registered members in the sport, at the time, caused the women 


to create their own league so that everyone could participate. 


A total of forty-five women had been registered by April 26th, 1962,

diminished to such a low that there was no organized club hockey by the end of 
1963. If hockey was ied by the women in the area, it was played on an 
informal basis of pick-up games. 
The Edmonton ladies had a similar beginning to that of the Calgary 
panei atio but were not as successful with their attempts to maintain interest in 


the sport as the southern association had been. 


Alberta Women's Field Hockey Association 

During the first year of the formation of the C.L.F.H.C. and the E.L.F. 
H.C he mention was made about the formation of an Alberta Women's Field Hockey 
Association. The Edmonton organization felt that such an association had to be

It would seem senseless to be formulating a provincial association before 
the local associations were firmly established but the connection with the 
Canadian association was important to the Edmonton ladies. Living in Edmonton 
_was a professional field hockey coach, Mr. Randhir Sandhu or India, who was able 
to conduct umpiring clinics and establish a certification program for the 
participants; however, these certificates would be invalid unless he were 
authorized by the Alberta Association in affiliation with the Canadian Field Hockey 
Association. Asa result the ladies wanted the formation of the Alberta 
organization so that they could obtain official endorsement in the form of 
ere ° il ot. uN 23 
certificates and registers of "qualified" people. 
The Calgary ladies reply to the request was stated in a letter to Mrs. M.

This was the last reported discussion concerning the formation of an 
Alberta Association in 1963. There was no mention made of the formation of the 
provincial association in 1964 because of the problems being experienced with 
membership in both local associations. Consequently, no action was taken on this 


_ matter until 1965. 
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CHAPTER III 


ONE FIELD HOCKEY ORGANIZATION IN ALBERTA 


The Provincial Association 

Even though both the E.L.F.H.C. and the C.L.F.H.C. had disbanded in 
1963 and 1964 respectively, women's field hockey continued to thrive in Calgary 
but under the men's association. In fact, the women accomplished more than just 
maintaining league play during 1964. They successfully hosted an exhibition 
tournament with a British Columbia team as guests, playing primarily for 
promotional purposes. This had a positive effect on the sport as interest and 
membership in women's field hockey received a sudden but slight increase in the 
following year. Also the women had involved themselves with stimulating interest 
in youngsters in the sport by providing instruction in the junior development 
program in cooperation with the men. 

After a successful building year, the women again organized their own 
association - the Alberta Women's Field Hockey Association (A.W.F.H.A.). 
There were three main reasons for the formation of a provincial association: (1) 
the association would then become affiliated with the Canadian association and 
thus would be able to eclve assistance from the Canadian association; (2) while 


being affiliated with the Canadian association, an Alberta team could enter the 
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Western Sectional Tournaments; and (3) selected players on the provincial team 
were then able to receive financial assistance, from the Provincial Recreation 
Branch, to play in the National Toudenienie 

The Alberta women were already affiliated with the C.W.F,.H.A, but as 
the C.L.F.H.A. Hence, in 1965, the women changed their affiliated name to 
the A.\W.F.H.A. 

A few of the beneficial aspects of forming the provincial association had 
been realized in the first year of operation. The Alberta Women's Field Hockey 
Team was chosen for the first time in 1965 and was coached by Mrs. Francis 
@nicnas 4 The team was mainly selected to represent Alberta at the Western 
Sectional Tournament in Vancouver which was held in the early Spring. 
Consequently, the athletes had to train indoors during the Winter on Sunday 
afternoons at Mewata Actotlaies From the Western Sectional Tournament, three 
players ~ Sue Millikin, Adri Govers, and Annette Dering = were placed on the 
Western Team that participated in the first National Teeariaca The idea of 


choosing an Alberta team was beneficial to the athletes for it provided the

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opportunity for the more highly skilled participants to compete against 
participants with equivalent or higher skill levels. 

Through the Recreation and Cultural Development Branch of the 
Department of the Provincial Secretary, the provincial government returned half 
of the return rail fare for the three previously mentioned players who competed in 
the National Toorntntentee Also, the C.W.F.H.A. provided half of the return 
air fare to the three players. This aid was greatly appreciated, for without it it 
is unlikely that these women would have been able to attend the tournament. 

The year of 1965 was just the start of things to come for as each year 
passed, more activities occurred and interest continued to increase. This was most 
evident by 1967 as was commented by one of the members of the organization: 


However, the sport is gaining popularity in this 
area, 


"We've had organized hockey for about three 
years now," explained Mrs. Millikin, "playing 
all our games at Stanley Park. | think it's 
becoming quite popular now."7 


This could not have transpired without the assistance that allowed the Alberta 


Association to establish itself.

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The Second Annual Western Sectional Tournament was held in Victoria in 
1966 and an Alberta team coached by Mr. Jim Day and Mr. Amby Gregg 
(assistant), attended once Higher Again three Alberta players - Sue Millikin, 
Adri Govers, and Helenor Folliot - were chosen to a Western team to compete in 
the Second Annual National Tourictente These three players received financial 
assistance once more from the C.W.F.H.A. in the form of a reimbursement of one= 
half of their return air fare. ut 

The Second Annual National Tournament was a particularly significant 
one to many of the athletes as the 1967 Canadian National Touring Team to 
Germany was chosen at the end of the competition. It was also an important one 
for Alberta and Sue Millikin. Mrs. Millikin became the first athlete from Alberta 
to be named to the Canadian Team. I This broke British Columbia's complete 
dominance of representatives from the West. 

The naming of Sue Millikin to the team was advantageous to women's 
field hockey in Alberta, especially for the juniors. Youngsters who were just 
learning the game had someone to “admire” while the older players had someone to 


compare their skill with as well as obtain assistance on techniques.

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There was no provincial team in 1967 because no Canadian National 
competition was organized, but each succeeding year there was a team chosen to 
participate in competitions toward the National Tournament with some form of 
assistance, mainly financial, being received each time. For instance in 1968 the 
A.W.F.H.A., asa result of a grant obtained from the provincial government, was 
able to purchase playing uniforms for the Alberta team. In addition, further 
financial assistance in the form of reimbursement of one-half economy return air 
fare to the National Tournament held in Winnipeg, Manitoba, was received from 
the Department of Youth, Athletic's Branch, Government of Alveta. The 
C.W.F.H.A. provided financial aid to the athletes that same year but a slight 
difference occurred in determining the allocation of the money. From the time 
that the C.W.F.H.A. made its submission for assistance to host the National 
Field Hockey, the air fare increased. Therefore, the Canadian Association was 
forced to divide the grant received proportionately between associations in ratio to 
the original submission. 

Assistance and interest was not confined to the Alberta team but expanded 
to include the promotion of the sport through a variety of clinics, tournaments and 
visits. The clinics and tournaments played major roles in exposing the sport to the 


public, and in furthering interest in those women presently involved. The C.W.F.

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H.A. also provided assistance in this area by providing instructors and/or funds. 

A clinic was held in 1966 as a result of a letter from Miss Barbara 
Schrodt, Umpiring Chairman of the C.W.F.H.A., enquiring whether Calgary 
would be interested in an umpiring clinic. The policy of the Canadian Association 
was if a provincial body requested an umpiring clinic, then money would be 
allocated towards it in their umpiring budget. If the budget was accepted as 
presented, the area would receive the requested clinic. Therefore, when the 
letter was received, the Alberta women took advantage of the situation and 
requested than an umpiring clinic be held in their area. Subsequently, a coaching- 
umpiring clinic was held in Calgary on November 4th, 5th, and 6th, 1966, at the 
University of Calgary. The clinic was aimed primarily at beginners and 
inexperienced players since hockey was a relatively new sport in Alberta. ug 
Objectives were to provide skill instruction and rule interpretation for the players. 
Instructors for the clinic - Mrs. Margaret McLean and Miss Florence Strachan - 
were provided by the national body. 

Additional funds for the umpiring and coaching clinic were received 
from the C.W.F.H.A. Ina letter of April 26th, 1966, to Mrs. M. Porter from 
Miss Charlotte Warren, PromotionsChairman of the C.W.F.H.A., the Alberta 
organization was informed that between September, 1965, and December, 1966, 
they could claim up to $255 from the C.W.F.H.A. for the promotion of field 


hockey in the area. Again, the Alberta women took advantage of this by applying

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the money towards the clinic. 

The C.W.F.H.A. provided the provincial and local associations with 
opportunities to voice their opinions on matters pertaining to the Canadian Field 
Hockey scene through questionnaires and discussion periods at national meetings. 
Two items arose in 1966 which required everyone's opinion. 

The first was a question of who was eligible to compete in the National 
Tournament. In most parts of Canada, field hockey was being played mainly by 
the "Old Country" immigrants. A decision had to be made as to whether or not 
these people should be allowed to compete at the National level. 

In Alberta this was a very important point for the majority of their players 
were immigrants. The native Calgarians had not yet gained an interest in the 
sport. There were youngsters who were active in field hockey competition but still 
required an experienced athlete to teach them advanced skills. Also, those 
players who were highly skilled needed a competition that maintained their 
interest in the sport and was a goal to work towards. 

Thus, the Canadian Association polled all the registered local and 
provincial associations on the matter of eligibility for the National Tournament. 
The results were: 

1) the eligibility ruling for members of the 
Canadian National Team in International 
Conference years shall be three years 
residence; 

2) the eligibility ruling for members participating 
in a National Tournament shall be one year 
residence except in years when a team for the 


International Conference is to be selected, 
then three years residence shall be required;

3) the eligibility ruling for sectional tournaments 
shall be one year residence in Canada; 
4) the establishment date for eligibility for each 
category shall be one day polos to the start of 
the National Tournament. !° 
These regulations did not restrict field hockey and accommodated both the 
Canadian and the landed immigrant. For Alberta, the previous outcome was similar 
to the suggestions the Association had put forth. 
The second matter that was brought forth at the C.W.F.H.A. Annual 
General Meeting had a direct influence on field hockey in Alberta. A motion was 
made at the meeting, to change the time of year in which the National Tournament 
was held: 
Motion (C. Walker, B. Relton) 
. . . that in view of the International Conference 
being held in September, 1967, consideration be 
given to moving the 1968 National Tournament 
from Spring to late Summer or Fall.

Carried. 
This motion had a lasting influence on the Alberta field hockey scene. In Alberta, 
due to climatic conditions, the field hockey season started in the Spring and lasted 


until Fallorthe first snowfall. Those who had competed in the first two Western 


Sectional Tournaments had to train indoors because the tournament was held in

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the Spring. But, due to the fact that the tournament would be held in the Fall, 
training could be held outdoors. This meant that there was a goal to work towards 
during the summer for the athletes. 

The junior development program in Alberta was still in existence and was 
beginning to gain some momentum in 1966. From a bleak start two years previously 
in acommunity setting, the program began to grow in the Spring with one high 
School and an additional twelve to sixteen girls from other communities and 
schools showing an mgerecha Therefore, Mrs. Sue Millikin i Mr. Ken Craig 
continued to coach the girls for it was felt that it was essential to maintain interest 
if the sport was to have a stable base from which to operate. 

Women's field hockey in Alberta became firmly established and very 
active in 1967. Prior to this year and since the formation of the Alberta 
Association, the women had operated their own league but were still connected 
with the men's organization. On January Ist, 1967, the Alberta Women's Field 
Hockey Association became totally independent of the men. ie This officially 
announced the separation of the two bodies so that the women no longer 


f unctioned with the men in administering their own league.

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No drastic changes occurred in the organization of the A.W.F.H.A. as a 
result of the official break. The fraternity still consisted of the three established 
teams of Saracens, Blue Streaks and Phoenix, but, a fourth team - the 
Roadrunners - was added. This team was mainly composed of players ihat were in 
the Junior Development Program, most of whom were from Henry Wisewood High 
School. 

Further developments included gradual expansion resulting from the aid 
received from the C.W.F.H.A. The C.W.F.H.A. Executive appointed Miss 
Gwen Brockman, in 1967, as National Coach from April to September. Her 
responsibilities were to ‘ace the Canadian Touring hea to Germany and to conduct 
coaching and umpiring clinics in Ganleda see Also, the C.W.F.H.A. received a 
grant from the Fitness and Amateur Sport Directorate for the promotion of field 
hockey in Canada during 1967.7! These two events influenced the schedule for 
field hockey in Alberta. 

From the grant the C.W.F.H.A. received, a small portion was allocated 
to the A.W.F.H.A. for promotion of the sport. The majority of the aid was 
utilized in two clinics that were held in the latter part of May in Calgary by Miss 


Barbara Schrodt and Miss Gwen Arocinentie The first clinic was a coaching

It 
was felt by the A.W.F.H.A. that the two clinics benefited the association a great 
deal: 

There is always growth when you are exposed to 

the very best. We anticipate that through improved 

local officiating and correct interpretation of rules 

the level of play particularly at the Junior level 

will greatly improve. 

Another event that was held in conjunction with the first clinic and was 
a first for the association was the sponsoring of a field hockey tournament. This 
tournament was held in connection with the Calgary Centennial Sports Festival 
and was a success in that it provided an opportunity for many of the local athletes 
to compete against teams from other provinces. There were five senior and three 
junior teams from Winnipeg, Vancouver, the Okanagan, and Calgary respectively 
participating on the Victoria Day weekend (May 20th, to 22nd, 1967). (Results, 
Appendix L.) 
The A.W.F.H.A. began to have contact again with the Department of 

Youth in 1967 when it was invited to attend a Provincial Sports Governing Body 
Meeting on September 8th, 9th, and 10th. The objective was to gain some idea as 


to the aims, objectives, and future plans of the various sports bodies in the

It meant there was a possibility of further assistance for the association 
in achieving this goal. 

In another meeting with a Department of Youth representative, Miss 
Vicki Beall, the association learned that they could receive aid in the following: 
(1) coaching clinics; (2) preparation of a manual in relation to coaching, 
umpiring and playing at different levels; and (3) furnishing films to be used during 
eUniccaae The assistance would be of a financial nature to cover the expenses, 
obtain a facility ideal for the event, obtain any extra equipment that the 
association did not have, and provide publicity in the form of circulars to the 
various recreation communities under the department's jurisdiction. The assistance 
being provided was the type needed if the sport was to be established, thus the 
meeting ended on a positive note for the association. 

The University of Calgary became active in women's field hockey by

Calgary team entered the first W.C.1.A.A. Field Hockey Tournament that was 
held at the University of Saskatchewan, (Saskatoon) on October 20th, and 21st, 
1967 68 The team fared well as they came second to the University of 
Saskatchewan (Saskatoon). 

Field hockey in the Calgary area benefited from the involvement by the 
University of Calgary, for it exposed the sport to potential physical education 
teachers. There were some university students who were fascinated by the sport 
and became competitors. These students as well as the youngsters in the junior 
development program were the individuals with whom rested the future of the sport. 

Women's field hockey was now played at a junior and senior level in the 
community, and at the university level. But the one area that was untouched and 
that was essential to make the base firm was the schools. Very few, if any, 


schools offered the sport as part of their curriculum. Realizing this, the Alberta 


Association began to formulate some plans toward an inter-school tournament

The Association did not succeed in hosting an inter-school tournament, but 
was successful in attracting a number of school children to the sport. A Summer 
recreation course in girls field hockey was co-sponsored by the A.W.F.H.A. and 
the Parks and Recreation Department of the City of Calgary for the months of July 
and August, 1968, °° The program consisted of two courses of ch sessions with the 
Parks and Recreation Department providing the pitch and field house free for three 
weeks in July and three weeks in August while the association provided the 
instructors. Those who completed the course were then asked to join the Saturday 
morning junior sessions provided by the Association. 

There were a few schools and communities that were interested in 
developing the sport as requests were received by the Secretary of the A.W.F.H.A. 
for instructors. The Alberta Coach, Mrs. Helen Cusworth, reported that she had 
been asked by Miss Esther Jeffrey to help give an introduction to field hockey to 
her class at Lord Beaverbrook High School. Then the Past President, Mrs. Sue 
Millikin, reported at an A.W.F.H.A. Executive Meeting that she had been

In 1968 the financial assistance that had been provided by the Canadian 
Association in the past for clinics was not available. The only money that the 
A.W.F.H.A. acquired was a grant to cover some of the travel expense encountered 
by the provincial team to the National Tournament. Later in the year, the Alberta 
organization was requested by the National Finance Chairman to help formulate 
the 1969 budget by voicing its opinion on two points: (1) if the Association 
approved the principle of having a National Coach; and (2) if the Association 


wished to have a clinic using the services of a National Coach or personnel which

The provincial body did receive funds in 1968 but the aid came from the 
Athletics Division of the Recreation Branch of the Department of Youth. Ina 
letter from Mr. E. Smith, Supervisor of Athletics, the Alberta Association was 
informed of a new grant that the Department offered: 


Our budget considerations for assistance to 
Provincial Associations has been supported 
by the Sports Governing Body Seminar.

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Since the Alberta Association could not receive any money from the Canadian 
Association for promotion, it took advantage of this opportunity. As a result it 
received a grant of $300 for promotions and for clinics in the eae It also 
obtained another grant from the Department of Youth to cover one half economy 
return air fare for the Alberta Team to the National Tournament in Winnipeg. 

In a meeting with Mr. Smith, the organization was advised that the: 
Department was prepared to help in holding promotional clinics. The assistance 
was unlimited if the association could organize graded players Minin which led 
and progressed into instructors clinics. 

The highlight of the year was the visit by Queen's University, Belfast, 
Ireland, on September 6th, to September 9th, 1968.40 Queen's University 
defeated the Calgary All-Stars 8 to 1 and the Alberta team by a score of 10 to 1. 
This provided an sialon for advanced players to play and a chance for others 
to observe. This was also the first time the A.W.F.H.A. hosted a visit by an 


international team. The influence of this was not evident until the following year.

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CHAPTER IV 


RESTRUCTURING OF WOMEN'S FIELD HOCKEY 


National Sporting Outlook 

Nineteen hundred and sixty-nine was a year of introspection for 
Canadian sports and the beginning of a new period in the area of national 
government involvement. Canadian sports governing bodies were aay active but 
were experiencing difficulty in upgrading sports to the level of other countries 
around the world. This was most evident in the 1968 Mexico Olympics. Canada 
had a contingent of 111 men and 28 women who won five medals - one gold, 
three silver and one bronze. Since the first Olympic games that Canada entered, 
the teams grew in size but not in achievement. This caused Canadian spectators 
to criticize sports in general. 

John Munro, Minister of Health and Welfare, noted the criticism that 
was being made of Canadian sport and commissioned a three-member Task Force to 
investigate amateur sport in Canada. The terms of reference were: 

1) to report on prevailing concepts and 
definitions of both amateur and professional 
sport in Canada and the effect of professional 


sport on amateur sport; 


2) to assess the role of the federal government in 
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relation to non-governmental, national 
and international organizations and 
agencies in promoting and developing 
Canadian participation in sport; and 
3) to explore ways in which the Government 
could improve further the extent and quality 
of Canadian participation in both sports at 
home and abroad, ! 
In February of 1969, the Task Force reported that Canadian sport was in serious 
difficulty and the difficulty could only be overcome with assistance from the 
federal government. _It outlined certain deficiencies in the Canadian sport's 
system and made numerous recommendations for improvement, most of which 
outlined a further involvement by the federal government. The report created 
controversy which stimulated debate and public interest in sports in general. 
Concurrently, the Fitness and Amateur Sport Directorate critically 
examined their own organization and function. The services of a management 
consultant firm were utilized to compile a report on physical recreation, fitness

and amateur sport in Canada, _— Results of the study were not made public as the 


document was an internal, confidential report.

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Canadians that was presented to the House of Commons by the Minister of 
National Health and Welfare on March 20th, 1970. From this report, Sport 
Canada evolved with sports being classified as either Priority | or Priority II. 
Those listed as Priority | had an Executive Director and an office in Ottawa to 
assist the sport bodies with the administrative work, while Priority II sports 
received limited administrative aid. 

Also, in 1969, the First Canada Summer Games were held. The aim 
of the competition was to promote and develop sports in each province and 
territory by encouraging participation i In addition the games were to greatly 
assist in the upgrading of sport facilities. 

Thus, the major occurrence in sport at this time was the move to change 
the attitude towards and the interest in sports by Canadians. This objective was 
formulated after the Task Force Report for it was felt that sporting activities had a 
part in everyone's life, whether the individual be as a spectator, or as a participant 
in some manner. Therefore, action was started to educate the population in the 


area of sports and physical fitness. 


A Proposed Sports Policy for Canadians 
In March 1970, "A Proposed Sports Policy for Canadians" was released 


and had a tremendous effect on sports in Canada. The policy was designed to 


"First Canada Summer Games," (General Information Sheet). 
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establish sport as a way of life for Canadians. 

Field hockey was named as a Priority | sport. This meant that an 
Executive Director for the sport was hired and located in the Sports Administration 
Center in Ottawa. The Executive Director represented field hockey in Canada 
and acted on its behalf on matters that would be discussed and organized at a 
National level. Because he represented both the men's and women's field hockey 
associations, it was necessary to form a joint Canadian Women's Field Hockey 
Association and Canadian Field Hockey Association (C.F.H.A.) a to employ 
him, to determine all duties and responsibilities relating to his office, and to 
provide a structure for both associations to negotiate matters of mutual concern. 
Thus Field Hockey Canada (F.H.C.) was organized. (Appendix B) The following 
year, the name was changed to the Canadian Field Hockey Council. 

The effect of such a move by the Federal Government had tremendous 
importance on the future of sport. Problems were expected but were overcome by 


a combined effort of all sports involved. 


Alberta Sporting Scene 
Sport in Alberta experienced an organizational change in the 
provincial structure. In 1966, the Recreation and Cultural Development Branch

The department also restructured the types of financial support it provided as well 


as the amounts attainable. 


A seminar was held, with the assistance of the sports governing bodies, 


that analyzed sport in Alberta. From the seminar, a set of recommendations was 


compiled for the Department's consideration for present and future programs. 


These recommendations led to continual improvement and expansion for the 


Provincial sports bodies. Most of the changes that had previously occurred were 


due to the involvement of the Federal Government, but, the provincial 


organizations began to improve in their administrative functions as well as in the 
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training of their athletes. 


Alberta Women's Field Hockey Association 

lt was during 1969 that the A.W.F.H.A. put forth a strong effort to 
publicize field hockey in every area possible ~ communities, schools, clubs, and 
rural areas. A variety of means, such as clinics, exhibition games, and displays, 
were undertaken to achieve this end. 

The first publicity advertised a clinic in 1969 that was co-sponsored by 
the Calgary School Board, Department of Culture, Youth and Recreation, and the 
A.W.F.H.A. Why did the school board provide aid for a clinic in field hockey? 
lt was discovered that there was field hockey equipment in the schools with no 
teachers familiar with the game, as a result the equipment was idle. Therefore, 
the School Board attempted to remedy the situation by providing a demonstration 
of field hockey during their teachers’ convention on February 21st, 1969.° The 
C.W.F.H.A. was contacted to obtain individuals to conduct the clinic. Margaret 
McLean and Florence Strachan Peterson from Vancouver were the instructors. 

This was a small beginning in the area of schoolgirl field hockey and it played an 
important role in the future of women's field hockey in Alberta. The initial effect 


was that a few schools did attempt to teach the sport, but the far-reaching effect

Simultaneously, the A.W.F.H.A. sponsored an Sialans clinic to which 
Margaret McLean and Florence Strachan Peterson were invited to attend. It was 
advantageous to hold the umpiring clinic at this time for it was unknown whether 
the women would be able to return to provide such a clinic at a later time of the 
year. 

Schools were not the only ones that were interested in learning the sport; 
there were a number of communities expressing an interest in it i well ne This 
interest was noted by the Alberta Association who felt that the interest in the 
community leagues definitely should be pursued. 

Publicity of the sport was not limited to the schools and communities but 
was also presented to the general public when the Alberta Association agreed to 
participate in the Calgary Stampede's "Salute to vejurtn ht Instructional sessions 
+hat were held as well as a demonstration game of six-aside were beneficial to the 
sport for thousands of people attended the Stampede, and wandered through the 
displays. 

An additional major event for the women was the playing of an exhibition 


game with a touring team from Jamaica during the Summer of

The game, played at Stanley 
Park, provided an opportunity for athletes and non-athletes to observe how the 
game was played at a higher ability level and for the skilled, the opportunity to 
compete in international hockey. (Jamaica tied the Alberta A Team 1 to 1 and 
lost to the Alberta B Team 2 to 3.) The last point was beneficial for the club 
members in that two different teams were formed to compete against the 
Jamaicans; this allowed for more Albertans to participate in the Sanibel Li 

The A.W.F.H.A. did not devote its work solely to the promotional aspects 
of the sport. For instance, a National Tournament in field hockey was not held in 
1969 due to the fact that the sport was to be one of the activities in the first annual 
Canada Summer Games. Subsequently, Alberta entered the Canada Summer Games 
so that those whose ability level was above the remainder of the members could 
compete at a level comparable to theirs. For the first time in Alberta women's 
field hockey history, the trials were also attended by athletes from outside of 
Calgary - Edmonton - and one of the Edmonton athletes was named to the team. 
Therefore, the Alberta Summer Games team was the first team that was provincial 
in scope in that members came from two areas of Alberta. Since one of the team 


members was not from Calgary, weekends were used for team practises. This

of Youth provided a grant to cover the expense of one training camp for the team. fe 

The provincial organization also attempted to represent their members in a 
manner that was thought to be beneficial on various matters. One such instance 
occurred in the latter part of the season when the C.W.F.H.A. National 
Tournament Structure Committee reported on the proposed structure of the 1970 
National Tournament. It was recommended that teams be selected to compete on a 
geographical and player ratio basis as follows: two teams from British Columbia; 
one team from the Prairies (Alberta, Manitoba, Saskatchewan); two teams from 
Ontario and Quebec combined; and one team from the meade 0 This meant 
that the Alberta Team would now hove to compete in an additional trial with 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan to select a representative Prairie Team to the 
National Tournament. 

Albertans objected to this proposal since they had lost their provincial 
representation at the National Tournament. The objections were strongly voiced as 
was evident in the following quotation from a letter written by Miss Sue Neill to 
the editor of the Canadian Field Hockey News: 

The concept of a prairie team is geographically

Debate concerning the presentation lasted for some time, but eventually the 
proposal was accepted by the C.W.F.H.A. and became the structure of the 1970 
National Tournament. 

Though the proposed structure of the National Tournament was accepted, 
many of the Alberta athletes still opposed it and were determined to express their 
dissatisfaction. The Calgary ladies suggested and the Alberta Association

The migane Association accepted the proposal and attempted to arrange 
to have a second team sent to the Nationals, but a reply was received from the 
Canadian Association explaining that the cost per player would be $232 since 
there were no addifional grants to aid the team; and that there were no club 
teams available to play a game.

Though there was no provincial team sent to the Nationals, money was 
still received from the Department of Youth for a training camp on the Alberta 
Team prior to the Regional Tournament. This assistance was due to a new form of 
financial assistance from the department. But, this was the only form of assistance 
that the Alberta members could receive from the Department of Youth for there was 
no aid for athletes on a non-provincial team (that is the regional team) to a 
National Tournament. The Albertans on the Prairie Team were still able to receive 
financial help from the Canadian Association in the form of fifty percent of return 
fare for the athletes and two delegates. This amount was beneficial for without 
some aid, the athletes would have had difficulty in attending the tournament. 

The A.W.F.H.A. also worked on improving competitions for the local 
participants. One of the major areas of concern was umpiring as there seemed to 


be a lack of qualified umpires.

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The University of Alberta became involved in the sport in 1967 by 
offering a course in field hockey. The following year, through the interests of 
Miss Sue Neill and a few university students, an unofficial field hockey team 
was organized and participated in invitational tournaments. Then, in 1969, the 
University was allowed to officially enter a women's field hockey team in the 
W.C.1.A.A. Tournament. As well as field hockey being taught and played at the 
intercollegiate level, it also became one of the activities in the intramural 
program in 1969, Asa result, the sport was available to a vast aitibes of students 
consequently icheasing the interest in field hockey. A few of the students 
continued their involvement by joining the Edmonton Association. As well as 
creating interest in students, the University also introduced the sport to future 
instructors so that eventually, the game would be taught in the schools. 

There were a few senior high schools in the City of Edmonton that had 
field hockey in the program at the time, but schools teaching field hockey varied 
depending on whether an instructor at the schoo! knew the sport. That being the 
case, interest in the senior high schools was not stable. 

Since 1969 was the first year of re-establishing the organization and since 
it was uncertain as to whether the entire membership would be regular participants, 
there was no formal executive body for the Edmonton Association. Instead, Sue 
Neill, Thelma McLernon and Denise Linton, assumed the task of organizing 
activities for everyone. 

The aim of the association was to instruct members on the skills of field 


hockey and to play games as an incentive for practises. Hence, practises were 
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scheduled for Wednesday evenings at Airway Park and Saturday mornings at 
Kinsmen Park with games being played on Sunday afternoons at Airway Parone 
Instruction at the practises was provided by Miss Sue Neill, instructor at the 
University of Alberta, and Mrs. Thelma McLernon, a former member of the Irish 
National Team. 

It was advantageous for the association to have two playing areas, with 
one being located near the center of the city. This enabled the members to attend

The arrival of the first snowfall in 1969 did not deter the interest that 
had been created in field hockey. Instead of hanging up their boots for the winter, 
t he women moved indoors to the Kinsmen Field Hempel? The field hockey season 
for the women was relatively short and the women welcomed the Epona ii to 
extend the playing season, using the field house for some time after. With the 
additional time, the membership had an opportunity to learn more skills and 
become more proficient at the techniques already attained, but, the facility was 
not used for skill development and make-up games alone. The Kinsmen Field House 
was shared with the men and a decision was made to have a Mixed Indoor 
Tournament, February 2nd to Sth, 1970, to conclude the indoor Rapes This 
was the only mixed indoor tournament ever held and was won by a men's team 
named the Hawks. A total of three men's teams and one women's team participated. 

In 1970, the Edmonton Association organized a formal executive which 
was recognized by the Alberta Association. For the first time since the formation 


of the A.W.F.H.A. and the re-establishment of the Edmonton Association, the

Edmonton ladies were asked to participate in the Provincial Associations Annual 
General Meeting by submitting nominations for Vice-President and Publicity 
Shainin But in a letter to Miss Sue Neill from Miss Eva Welychka on 
January 15th, 1970, it was announced that a proposal was to be voted on at the 
Annual General Meeting that would result in the Alberta organization executive 
positions being reduced to President, Vice-President, Secretary/Treasurer, and 
Umpiring/Coaching. The term of office for each position would be one year. 
Hence, the Edmonton Association was asked to submit nominations for the positions 
of Vice-President and Umpiring/Coaching Chairman with the two remaining 
positions to be held by Calgarians. The end result was that the Vice-President and 
Publicity Coordinator were filled by Edmontonians. The Publicity Coordinator 
became a fifth executive position as it was considered a necessary position. To 
the Edmonton Association it was a good achievement for now they would have 
someone on the Alberta Executive to express Edmonton viewpoints. 

The Edmonton Association held its first Annual General Meeting on 
March 2nd, 1970, at the residence of Thelma McLernon. The meeting was mainly 
concerned with the formation of the association with the discussion centering 
around the feasibility of having an association named the Edmonton Women Field 
Hockey Association when there was a possibility of more clubs forming. If clubs 
from outside of Edmonton were formed and wished to participate in the league 


competition, the E.W.F.H.A. would no longer be confined to the boundaries of 
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Edmonton. Therefore, a motion was made after a great amount of discussion by 
Miss Tana Clark and Mrs. Denise Linton: 


That an association be formed and called the 
Northern Alberta Women's Field Hockey Association.

There was no mention made of the physical boundaries of the association. 

The E.W.F.H.A. was no longer in existence because it was replaced by 
the Northern Alberta Women's Field Hockey Association (N.A.W.F.H.A.). A 
new executive list was compiled of the officials elected to the positions. 
(Appendix D) A constitution committee was formed consisting of Di Vertigan, 
Margaret Asquith, Ann Ogden, Sue Neill, and Lynda Phillips. The Committee 
had a demanding task of writing the constitution which was completed within a 
year. The only additional change thot occurred at the time was the membership 
being divided into four teams - Saracens, Sunbeams, Speedsters, and Penguins - 
with experienced players being mixed with beginners on the teams. 

As for league competition, the two locations (Kinsmen Park and Airway 
Park) remained the same. But, during the summer the turn-out for Sunday 
afternoon games dwindled to a point where make-up games were held on Wednesday 
evenings at Lister Hall Field in place of the Sunday game. The Lister Hall Field 
was used because both the Speedsters and Sunbeams were already utilizing this site 
for practise games and had extended an invitation to other teams to join them if 


they wished. The attendance at the Sunday games dropped for the simple reason

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that the majority wished to spend their weekends with their families. 

With the formal organization of the N.A.W.F.H.A. nearly achieved, 
the Association set about the task of developing field hockey in Edmonton. Each 
team was responsible for its own practise sessions but could call on other individuals 
for assistance. This meant that each team was responsible for obtaining and 
developing its athletes. 

In May of 1970, a group of Edmonton players combined with some 
Calgary players to form a team (Kampus Kids) that attended the B.C. Hockey 
Jamboree in Vancouver. lt was unusual to see two staunch rivals combine to form 
a team, but the team members put aside their opposition for the sake of the game 
and attended the Jamboree as a mixed team for the following three years. This was 
just a start, for every year since 1970 at least two teams from Alberta have attended 
the Jamboree. 

An inter-city match between Edmonton and Calgary was held in June. 
This also became an annual event but under various circumstances. It began as a 
simple inter-city match and grew to be the Provincial Tournament for club teams. 

The calibre of hockey in the Edmonton area improved as more individuals 
upgraded their proficiency in the knowledge and skills of the game. The outcome 
was that more Edmontonians earned a position on the Alberta Team making the 
team more representative. 


The biggest promotional event for the N.A.W.F.H.A. was the playing of 


Ocean Ladies Field Hockey Club, Executive Minutes, May 16th, 1973. 
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an exhibition game at Laurier Park in conjunction with Klondike Days in July, 


1970.4" Thousands of people milled throughout the Park viewing the various 


displays that were provided. The field hockey exhibit consisted of a game with a 
running commentary explaining what was occurring on the field. Another exhibition 
game was played the following year at the same function. The idea was good for it 


was an opportunity to expose the sport to a large number of people. 


Calgary Ladies Re-Establishment 


The Calgary Ladies Field Hockey Club Constitution 
and By-Laws were formed in 1962 but the club has 
been'dormant since 1964 due to the fact that local 
personnel were also the Executive of the Alberta 
Women's Field Hockey Association and were able to 
serve the interests of hockey at both the Provincial 
and local levels. However, with the rapid expansion 
of hockey in Calgary and Edmonton (Edmonton now 
sic having two teams), this is no longer possible 
and it will be necessary to re-activate the Calgary 
Club and separate the local and provincial executives. 


It is proposed that the Calgary Club hold a special 
meeting on January 15th, 1970.,..The basic purpose

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The C.L.F.H.A. was again in existence and took over the responsibility of 
administering field hockey in the Calgary area leaving the Alberta Association the

The club quickly set about promoting field hockey in the communities by 
notifying community centers of the availability of field hockey instruction for girls 
aged 10 and tit After some discussion at a later meeting, it was realized that 
the Association might be attempting too much by working with Both the schools and 
communities. Therefore, it was agreed that the Calgary Association would 
endeavour to put their shrengeh into school hockey. If a community association 
should approach the Association to help them then the C,.L.F.H.A. would gladly 
Serine The schools became the major area of concern for the girls would all be 
introduced to the sport through the physical education program (if it became part of 
the curriculum) while at se community level, not all girls participated in the 
activities. Also, there were a large number of schools that laready had field 
hockey equipment. 

During the Spring, promotional work was started to introduce field hockey 
and the Association to the students and the teachers. It was soon realized that a 


few schools were already playing the game. Consequently, the Association 
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expressed to both School Boards an interest in organizing an inter-schoolgirls'

field hockey tournament . The result was that on September 26th, 1970, the 
first Schoolgirls!

This 
was a good start for schoolgirl hockey and the Association planned to expand this 
level of competition to a point where all schools were involved. 

At this time trouble resulted with the field (Stanley Park) and the Pavilion 
conditions where league matches were played as both facilities seemed to be in a 
deplorable condition. A letter was written concerning this matter to the Parks and 
Recreation Department. It was felt that the field, with all the holes, could result 
in injury to the athletes and that the mess in the Pavilion was unsightly. After some 
discussion with the Department, things began to improve. Included in the letter 
complaining about the conditions of the facility was a request to use the field for

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The Calgary ladies expanded their league during 1970 with the 
acceptance of a university team into the competition, The university team was 
comprised of players who attended university and were interested in playing field 
hockey.

The Calgary ladies were represented in the Calgary Amateur Sports 
Federation by Mrs. Pam ii iyuhaetens The Federation was interested in the 
organization of amateur sport within the City. Associations that belonged would 
discuss problems that might occur and possible solutions to them as well as methods 
to promote sport. 

From the activities that the C.L.F.H.A. was involved in during 1970, 
the women had a very good start with the re-organization of the club. It was also 
beneficial to the athletes for the A.W .F.H.A. did not have to worry about 
administrating the sport in Calgary. Now, the C.L.F.H.A. would look after the 
Calgary area so that the A.W.F.H.A. could concern itself strictly with

The membership of the N.A.W.F.H.A. in 1971 grew to a total of eighty 
iierothees This meant that additional games needed to be scheduled so that 
everyone would have the opportunity to play at least once a ee League 
matches were scheduled for Monday and Wednesday evenings at Airway Park, 

The following year, the total number of participants increased to one 
hundred with a large number of the women concentrated between two clubs - 
Penguins and cece cad These clubs found it difficult to field only one team 
when there were enough players for two. Since the local rules of competition only 
allowed for two substitutions per team to occur at half time, the Penguins and 
Speedsters each formed an additional team from their team lists; this expanded 


the league from four teams to six.

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It was noted by the Northern Alberta organization that in 1971 within 
the aggregate list of individuals, there were a number of beginners. Hence, an 
attempt was made to provide additional coaching for the new comers by having 
Mrs. Margaret Asquith conduct skill sessions every Thursday evening at Lansdowne 
parkae The sessions were continued for a few months and then ceased after 
attendance began to drop. In the succeeding year, the playing season commenced 
on a Saturday, April 24th, with a players clinic that was mainly designed for the 
beginners. As well as the clinic, the women were given an opportunity to put 
their new skill to a test in a six aside tournament that same sbekenat 

An umpiring session was held in 1973. But this was not only for the 
Northern Association since it was co-sponsored by the Department of Culture, 
Youth and Recreation and the A.W .F.H.A., hence anyone who wished could 
attend. The C.W.F.H.A. assisted in the clinic by providing a highly qualified 
official, Miss Barbara Schrodt, to instruct. 

During this time period, 1971 - 1973, one of the major concerns of the 
N.A.W.F.H.A. was the establishment of a home for the future. A substitute site 


to Airway Park was required as the City of Edmonton hinted that there were alternate

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plans for the Park that did not include a marked field for field hockey. Therefore, 
a Committee of Marilyn Booth, Shirley Haig, Sue Neill and members from the 
Edmonton Men's Association was formed to inquire at City Hall about obtaining 
another location for field ae The Committee had difficulty in arranging a 
suitable meeting time for the group and with the City's Parks and Recreation 
Department. This did not deter them as they were still able to accomplish some 
groundwork for the next year as well as to locate the plans the Parks and 
Recreation Department had concerning amateur sport locations. if addition, they 
were able to locate some fields that could become the future home of field hockey 
and attempted to have field hockey included in future amateur sport plans 
developed by the Department, such as the development of a new complex for 
amateur sports. 

In the following year, a letter was received from the City of Edmonton, 
Parks and Recreation Department, concerning their master plan for playing fields 
and expansion of the Senior Citizens Recreation Centre at Airway Park. The 
expansion of the centre would have no effect on field hockey but the playing fields 
would not be permanent since there were plans for a freeway through the area. As 


a result, the search for new fields was intensified as they were needed for the next

With the assistance of the Parks and Recreation Department, the 
Northern Alberta Association used Confederation Park in 1973 as their location for 
the city revit’ iD In addition to the field, the Department provided portable 
changing units for the players. The major disadvantage of the location was that it 
was situated on the extreme south side of the City. This meant that people from 
the north side and St. Albert had a long distance to travel to games, practises, and 
clinics, as nearly all events were to be held at this location. In addition, 
another problem concerning this location was the method of transportation to be 
used. The use of the buses involved many transfers that were at times inadequate, 
thus car pools had to be arranged; once car pools were arranged, there were times 
when heavy traffic hindered arrival times. There was an advantage to the site for 
individuals travelling in from Calgary; the Park was located only a matter of 
minutes from the Calgary Trail. 

The search for a permanent location was not over as members of the 
Executive felt that a better site could still be obtained. A Fields Committee was 
formulated in 1973, to investigate Project Cooperation to obtain grounds and a

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of a matching grant with the City of Edmonton that was to be used to obtain a 
facility for field hockey. It was matching in the sense that if the Club raised a 
set amount of money, the City would provide a grant for the exact same amount. 
The Committee was able to locate a few fields that could accommodate field 
hockey, and a few garages that were being sold that could be converted into a 
Club House. From this information, a brief was compiled and presented to the. 
Northern Association. That was the only place that the report was presented. It 
was not proposed to the Parks and Recreation Department for there was no financial 
backing from the N.A.W.F.H.A. for the project. 

An attempt was made to utilize the assistance that was provided by the 
Parks and Recreation Department in another form - publication and equipment. 
A letter was written in 1971 to Mr. Pettigrew, Assistant Superintendent of the 
Parks and Recreation Department, inquiring as to the possibility of aid for the 
production and distribution of Newsletter and for the purchase of goal nets or lines 
or chicken vice The reply received was that the Newsletter could be printed 
at cost and that the other requests were being Bee Seue The assistance for 
the Newsletter was never utilized and help to purchase the goal nets was never 
received from the City as there was no money available. 


The goal nets were finally bought by the women in 1973, The Men's 
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Association made the backboards for the nets and the expenses of both items were 
shared equally by both groups. lf The N.A.W.F.H.A. Newsletters were printed 
and distributed by using the Faculty of Physical Education facility at the University 
of Alberta in the Division of Athletics; the University was reimbursed for the cost 
of the paper and stamps. 

Effort by the members was made in the area of promotion. It was realized 
that in order for field hockey to be stable and experience a growth it would have to 
be introduced to children who would form the base of the sport. It was decided to 
organize a schoolgirls tournament similar to the Calgary Schoolgirl Tournament. 

In order to achieve this goal, preliminary work had to be done in locating the 
schools that offered field hockey as part of their program. Then, these schools 
could be asked if they would be interested ina competition as part of their program. 
It was felt by the Executive that there was insufficient time remaining in 1971 to 
organize the contest but the groundwork could be completed with the aim of having 
the competition the following year. Thus, letters were sent on September 24th, 
1971, to Hinton High School, Red Deer Junior College, Grande Prairie Junior 
College, Comrose Lutheran College, and Red Deer High School. In addition to 
these schools notification was given to the schools in Edmonton and the surrounding 
district. Replies were received from those schools, which had field hockey in 


their program, expressing interest in the possibility of participating in a tournament .

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As a result of the interest in the schools, work continued on the 
arrangement of the Schoolgirls Tournament which was held on May 27th, 1972, 
with one elementary school team, one junior high school team, and two senior

The Association felt that the competition was not successful and decided 
to determine why. They concluded that the failure was due to: (1) small response; 
and (2) the teams ranged from elementary to senior high school i | After talking 
with a few teachers, it was discovered that there was an additional problem of 
what season during the school year should field hockey be in the physical 
education program. In the Fall, volleyball is a popular sport as the interscholastic 
competition is active while in the Spring interest is normally in track and field or 
softball . 

Despite this problem and the lack of a successful Schoolgirls Tournament, 
another attempt was made in 1973 to promote field hockey in the school systems. 
The school liaison chairman - Miss Chery! Thackeray - sent a letter to all physical

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fee that should be charged. There was no cost for the field but also the children 
did not receive any of the voting privileges that the seniors had. Hence, a 
separate fee was established for these players who were classified as Junior Members. 

In 1973, the C.L.F.H.A. requested that a fee be established for Junior 
Members playing in a Junior Division in Alberta. The Northern Association was 
against the idea because it had so Faw adit There were Juniors in the 
Edmonton membership but not enough to form a separate division. Thus, a 
Committee, composed of a representative from the Northern, Galoatiye and Alberta 
Associations, was established to ee hein the fee structure for Juniors in Alberta. 
The outcome of the examination was that since the Northern Alberta Association 
lacked sufficient Juniors and because the Alberta Constitution could not be 
changed until an Annual General Meeting, tt was resolved that the Northern 
organization would be allowed to charge it's Junior Members fees that best suited 
their situation. 

One of the most exciting events during 1972 for the Northern Alberta

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this was the first international visit it had hosted. Arrangements for the function 
began when a letter was received in the latter part of the 1971 season inquiring if 
the N.A.W.F.H.A. would be interested in entertaining the team, The women 
accepted this invitation re the Executive thought that the event could be 
advantageous in the promotion of women's field hockey and in furthering the 
interests of the league players. The beneficial aspects were achieved by having 
the touring team play two games; one on May 29th, 1972, against the Northern 
Alberta representative team which New South Wales won four to zero, and one on 
May 30th, 1972, winning against the Alberta Tae by a score of three to zero. 
Both contests were publicized mainly to promote the game of field hockey. 

The international visits continued the following year with the Stranmillis

Once more the Executive of the Edmonton Association felt that the tours were more 


than just visits by these individuals but that they were also an opportunity to: 
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"q) improve the standard of play; b) improve the standard of officiating; c) 
possibly to improve the field; and d) promote the Cae Consequently, the 
program for these teams was compiled with these points kept in mind. 

These visits would not have achieved any degree of success without the 
assistance that was received. This aid came from many sources andin a variety of 
forms - money from the City of Edmonton for a barbecue; contribution of the 
use of the playing fields at the University of Alberta; donations of posters; and 
the many hours contributed by individuals on all types of tasks. 

During 1971 - 1973, three members of the N.A.W.F.H.A. achieved 
recognition for their abilities. Mrs. Shirley Haig was named as a member of the 
"Tournament XI" and as top scorer after the 1971 Canadian National Tournament. 
The following year, she was named to the Canadian National Team and was again 
the top scorer of the National competition. Unfortunately for the N.A.W.F.H.A., 
in 1973 she left for New Zealand. During the few years that she resided in 
Edmonton, she had a tremendous influence on field hockey in the area. Shirley 
was an active Executive member of the Edmonton organization, provided 
assistance in developing skills of the other players in the organization, and led the 
Alberta Team to win its first two National competitions. 

One of the co-founders of the N.A.W.F.H.A., Miss Sue Neill, was 
named as the Coach of the 1972 and 1973 Alberta Women's Field Hockey Team. 


She then proceeded to guide the team to National victories in both years. Also,

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she was named as the Canadian Coach, following the 1973 National Championship. 

Mrs. Sue Whitney, a very active participant of the Northern Alberta 
Association was selected to play left wing on the Canadian Women's Field Hockey 
Touring Team to Plattsburg, New York, in September, 1973.79 For Sue, it was 
an honor to represent Canada at a tournament. The Edmonton area members held 
high regard for the accomplishments of the three participants. 

The 1973 season drew to an end with plans made to play field hockey 
indoors in the Kinearen Field House. These sessions were first tae with a 
coaching section that was headed by Mrs. Annette Aarbo. But, with time, the 
attendance began to decrease and that resulted in the cancellation of the remainder 


of their time in the Field Hbusence The attendance may have dropped due to 


rental costs, cold weather, and late hours of play.

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The C.L.F.H.A. began the 1971 season with a total of five registered 
teams, but the league did not remain at this size. Expansion of the league began 
with the formation of a Junior League on June 12th, 1971, on Saturday mornings 
at Stanley Barling This was organized after a suggestion by Miss Sandy Drever 
that the Saturday morning training sessions be altered somewhat, to provide some 
form of organized competition for the Ficus A few senior players - Sue 
Millikin, Betty Lander, Esther Jeffery, Pam Lillywhite, and Sandy Drever - 
worked with the league in the capacity of coaches and organizers. 

A decision was made to organize a schoolgirls competition that would 
become an annual affair with the "School Girls Field Hockey Trophy" being 
awarded to the winning epee The first annual tournament had to be postponed 
twice due to rain but was finally held on October 3rd, 1971. 

Field hockey in the schools had a great boost in 1971 when at a Semi- 
Annual Meeting of all physical education teachers, it was accepted as a

sanctioned activity for interschool competition in the senior high schools. The

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hard work by the C.L.F.H.A. in the area of schoolgirl tournaments and by 
interested members in the schools had finally paid off as was evident by the 
following statement: ."The cooperation of the members of your Association has 
advanced the position of Field Hockey immensely in the past three Pe As 
well as allowing field hockey to be part of the interscholastic competition, the 
sanctioning of the sport strengthened the teachers' ability to expand or limit the 
extent of competition according to the wishes of the Field Hockey Coaches. 

Miss Wendy Carson was elected as the Field Hockey Section Chairman 
for 1971 to head a Committee that was concerned with field hockey and that worked 
in cooperation with the Calgary Association in organizing clinics and tournaments Ee 

As a result of the teachers' decision, many more students were introduced 
to field hockey in the physical education classes. This exposure created a new 
interest in the girls resulting in a few of the girls becoming members of the Junior 
Division of the C.L.F.H.A. 

There was a problem with the Senior membership; there were regular 
participants who epee in every game possible, and there were those who played 
only occasionally. The Association ran a risk that all the occasional athletes could 
be on one team and as a result, possibly have a high default rate. This could only 


be prevented by distributing these players among all the teams in the league. 
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Also, at times it was found that a club could not field a full team, so, a player 


pool was established: 
Clubs to exchange lists of girls wishing to play 
every week and those actually scheduled to 
play so that a club short of players could request 
extra players from another club. It was agreed 
that 'player request’ should be handled between 
club captains.37 
Competition was still on Wednesday nights for the Seniors, while Juniors 
had their matches on Saturday mornings; also Monday and Wednesday became 
alternate practice nights at the University of Calgary. In 1972, this was changed 
50 that a player competed only for his club team, but, if a game was forfeited, 
é 
the individual could play on the forfeited team. 
Later during the 1971 season, it was suggested that Monday evenings 
always be utilized for practises followed by a game with the school girls. This 
would benefit the previous week's team that had a bye and those girls who were 


unable to compete in a match on Wednesday. The long term aim of this would be 


to develop a second league. 


Accordingly, the following year, the Second Division was organized with 


each club fielding a second team. The result of having a second division was that

there was a growth in membership. The Executive foresaw a problem that could 
occur with a team being more skilled than another in this division. Thus, it was 
recommended that well skilled individuals not participate in the Second Division, 
‘ : .

That same year, work was started on furthering the interest in women's 
field hockey at the community league level after Triwood, Briarhill, Glamorgan,

But, the coaching of 
these teams was performed at the community grounds. As a result of the interest 
displayed by these communities, Mrs. Margaret Pollard, the Chk, Fy heAt 
Community Coordinator, sent letters to a total of eighty-four communities to 
determine the amount of enthusiasm in these areas. Then, she organized a meeting

By midsummer there were three communities that were active in the Saturday

morning contests - Lakeview, Glamorgan and Willow Park. Discussion was 
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still being held concerning the charging of fees to these girls as it was habertieg 
what amount the girls should pay. 

The Calgary Ladies hadto pay a rental charge to the City of Calgary, 
Parks and Recreation Department for the use of the fields. There was no charge 
‘for the Juniors for the Parks Department considered this as community league usage. 
This was unlike the Sattoh in Edmonton where there was no charge for the use of 
the facility. Asa result of the fee, it was recommended that the University of 
Calgary fields be utilized as much as possible for weekend games and it was moved 
at an Executive Meeting that Stanley Park be used for Monday, Wednesday evenings 
(Seniors) and Saturday mornings (Juniors) and that the Pavilion be rented to store 
equipment. 

As for fees for the community girls, it was realized that there was no 
major expense since fields were free, but there were costs for publication of 
Newsletters and the running of tournaments. Finally, the ladies suggested that 
instead of charging Association Fees for 1972, the communities be contacted to 
determine if they were interested in participating in a tournament. The entry fee 
would be determined by the number of eAriaecs Such a tournament was held on 


September 16th, 1972, with a total of three community leagues involved. 
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Lakeview and Glamorgan Community Leagues were co-winners and Willow Park 
took the remaining position. A tournament eleven was selected to compete against 
Henry Wise Wood School which was the winner of the School girl tournament. 
Henry Wise Wood was once more victorious as they defeated the tournament eleven 
by a score of one to zero. 

The community league continued to grow with a total of twelve teams. 
active in the competition in 1973.8 Since there was a large number of teams 
involved, a Second Division was created by dividing the ee The community 
league tournament continued as an annual event. 

The interest that was evident at the community league and schoolgirl level 
resulted in the two groups vieing for the right to represent Calgary at competitions. 
This was most evident in 1973 when the Community Teams voiced objection to not 
receiving an invitation to the B.C. Sports Jamboree when the Schoolgirl's Teams 
had received one. It was resolved that all invitations extended from the A.W.F. 
H.A. must be channelled through the Calgary Association so that Junior Trials 
could occur between the community league and schoolgirls participants to select a 


representative team.

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The Calgary Ladies encountered problems with the Junior Section of the 
membership that were different from those of the Edmonton organization. For 
instance, the school teams that were eel ecat one of the Junior Divisions were 
operating as a separate entity from the Association, while the women felt every 
effort should be made to have both the C.L.F.H.A. and the schools work together . 
However, the organization found it difficult to accomplish this within the 
restrictions set by the School Board so they concentrated more attention on the 
community jecaceez. 

Expansion occurred in the Senior Section as well as in the Junior Level. 
In 1973, the C.L.F.H.A. increased the number of teams participating to a total of 
six by accepting a club team from the Calgary Canadian Irish Athletic Club. In 
the previous year, there was a problem with the University Team in that it had to 
withdraw from City competition in September for the remainder of the ceuepiias 
The team had to withdraw because the season was too long and it was conflicting 
with the preparation of the University Team for the Collegiate matches. 

The league was still located in Stanley Park, but since the women would 
be hosting the 1971 Canadian National Field Hockey Tournament, the Association 
had to hold their contests at Foothills Pitch for the month of August and part of

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for the National Competitions. Both the Men's and Women's National contests 
were being hosted by the Calgary Associations a week apart placing quite a strain 
on both Calgary Associations. The result of this occurrence was that the two 
organizations resolved to have better communication between the Executive bodies. 

The Stanley Park site was being utilized a considerable amount as there 
were other organizations that were housed there and that had requests concerning 
the facility that were of importance to their sport. The Parks Department found it 
difficult to maintain constant communications with these leagues Be individual 
groups. Therefore, they suggested that an association be formed of the Stanley 
Park organizations which would then allow the City to deal with one person for all 
sports. It would be named the Stanley Park Athletic Association with the Calgary 
Ladies Field Hockey Association, the Calgary Men's Hockey Association, the Lawn 
Bowling League and the Table Tennis League as nite tBBESO? At that time it was 
put forth as a suggestion and a meeting was organized with these clubs and the City 
Recreation Department. From this meeting the feeling was that there was no need 
for another organization to be formed fer it would have no real purpose to the 
involved qsoranes 

The City of Calgary, Parks and Recreation Department and the C.L.F.H.A. 


did not agree at times, on certain matters. In 1972, the C.L.F.H.A. were informed 
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of a price increase in the rental charge for the facility and also that football 
would be taking advantage of the facility for their competitions. This disturbed 
the Calgary ladies and a letter was quickly written to Mr. H. Boothman expressing 
their opinions on these decisions: 


It is particularly unfortunate that this should have 
occurred at a time when plans were well advanced 
to start a Junior League into two divisions. We 
will not now be able to provide as much in the way 
of equipment and services as we would wish for the 
Junior League and we may well have trouble 
attracting enough new members to make the new 
Second Division financially viable. 


We were, if anything, even more disturbed to learn 
that football will be played on the field hockey 
pitches at Stanley Park this Fall. Field hockey is 
now being played there every Monday, Tuesday, 
Wednesday, and Thursday evenings and every Saturday 
morning. In addition, there are end of season play- 
off games, a schoolgirls tournament, inter-city games 
with Edmonton and probably the university tournament 
to be accommodated on various Saturday afternoons 
and Sundays. As our National Tournament will not be 
held until Thanksgiving this year, facilities will be 
needed for Alberta team practises until then. 


If football was to be allowed to hold its contests at the Park, then the field 
would be marked by torn grass and holes, leaving an uneven surface which was 
dangerous for the game of field hockey. Facial injuries could occur very easily 
because the ball could rebound upwards unexpectedly at any time as a result of 
the uneven playing surface. 


The rental cost increase still occurred despite the ladies fight; no

The C.L.F.H.A. was asked by the Federation of Calgary Community 

Sports, to send a representative to a meeting to be held with the City of Calgary 
| in connection with additional facilities for minor sports on January 25th, 1972.°8 
To the women, this meeting was an opportunity to observe other sports 
organizations as well as to see what plans were being formulated. There were no 
further communications concerning the results of the meeting. Then it was 
announced in 1973 that the Federation was to form a Sports Council comprised of 
Community Sports Directors and Representatives from each sports pibdnere This 
was a council the women felt was essential to be involved with for if they wished 
their sport to grow at this level, there must be communication with all involved. 
Hence, the Association decided to write a letter expressing its desire to have a 
member oh the Sports Council, but no reply was received on the matter by the end 
of 1973. 

At the April 28th, 1971, Executive Meeting, the women expressed an 
opinion that publicity, so far, was rather poor. It was felt that publicity was 
most essential in that year since the Association would be hosting the 1971 
Canadian National Women's Field Hockey Tournament. The criticism influenced 


the women to divide the job of publicity into three parts - newspaper, radio,

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and publicity for the schools - and dispersed the areas of responsibility among 
three Executive members. 

The sport received a major boost, that same year, in combating the 
publicity problem when the Calgary Association accepted an invitation to 
participate in Flare Square at the Calgary Stampede. The theme was to be Youth 
and Amateur Sport with each organization being provided a booth and 
demonstration graea:®? This display provided an opportunity to expose the sport 
to many people who would be milling around the fair grounds. The doth was 
filled with pictures and equipment related to field hockey and utilized by the 
players. The demonstration space was to have a modified game with emphasis on 
the skills required for the sport. This was then followed by having the crowd 
participate in the skills, and then the demonstration finished with a short game 

The organization was involved with clinics of all types for different 
groups of individuals for the time period of 1971-1973. One such clinic was an 
umpiring clinic organized for June 2nd, 1971. The Executive had noted that prior 
to this time, teams were not supplying officials for the matches because there was a 
lack of knowledgeable umpires among the teams. So, the Association established 


a penalty system consisting of a loss of two points for the lack of three or four

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umpires, or a loss of one point for not having one or two itesintan 94 It was felt 
that this was not fair to the teams that had only one or two umpires in their group, 
hence, the C.L.F.H.A. sponsored the clinic to assist teams in instructing 
individuals in umpiring. A second purpose of the clinic was to provide local 
rating to those eligible and interested in obtaining one. Every year after this, an 
umpiring clinic was held to rate new individuals and to inform previously rated 
umpires of ti new rule changes. 

Since field hockey was to be initiated into the school aie a teach-in 
was organized for May 4th, and 5th, 1971, at Stanley Park. Yvonne Hawke, Sue 
Millikin, and Adri Govers provided the instruction concentrating mainly on 
providing a brief introduction to the sport for redeherie? 

In the succeeding year, the C.W.F.H.A. hired Jean McHeath, former 
All-England Coach, to travel across Canada and conduct clinics for coaches 
and athletes in various cities. One of her stops was Calgary where she held a 
session on July 25th, 1972, to interested Albertans. The Calgary Association was 
asked to cover the cost of the clinic as well as a stopover fee and honorarium for 
Miss McHeath. The clinic was co-sponsored by the Department of Culture, Youth 


and Recreation who printed and distributed the application forms. Additional 
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financial assistance was received from the City of Calgary for the evant 

In 1973, the Association had the honor of hosting another coaching 
clinic on July 6th to 10th with Biddy Bergum, member of the All-England Team, 
instructing. This clinic was sponsored by the O'Keefe Sports Foundation, which 
covered the majority of the expenses in conjunction with the Canadian Women's 
Field Hockey AsoctaifoMic 

One of the most important tournaments that was to have some influence 
on women's field hockey in Calgary as well as throughout Alberta was the hosting 
of the 1971 Canadian National Women's Field Hockey Tournament on September 
18th, to 20rh.0° Albertans had an opportunity to observe some of the better 
skilled field hockey players in Canada at the competition and to see the Alberta 
Team win the competition for the first time. Unfortunately those members who were 
on the Canadian Touring Team to the International Tournament in New Zealand, 
did not participate in the National Tournament as they were returning from their 
tour at that time. The Calgary ladies had one person in particular to be proud of 
on the touring team, Miss Sandy Drever had been selected to the Touring Team 


as the first native Calgarian to be on the Canadian Team.

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To assist with the expenses that would be incurred with the production of 
the National Tournament, the Federal Government, through Sport Canada, 
provided a grant. There was also assistance for the Regional Match between Alberta 
and Manitoba that was held the day before the Nationals. 

Nineteen hundred and seventy-one was the first year that an Albertan was 
elected onto the C.W.F.H.A. Executive. Mrs. Eunice Barron, a member of the _ 
Calgary Association who was Chairman of the 1971 National Tournament, filled 
the Treasurer's position. 

A second Calgarian, Mrs. Pam Lillywhite, was appointed in 1972 as 
National Fund Raising rer icra The position was mainly concerned with 
raising of the 1979 Fund. At the New Zealand International Tournament, Canada 
for the first time, was chosen as the site of the 1979 International Federation of 
Women's Hockey Associations Conference and Tournament. In order to cover the 
expenses for 1979, the Canadian Association needed to raise a set amount of money. 
Hence, the National Executive required an individual that worked on insuring that 
a portion of the set amount would be raised each year up to and including 1979, 
by which time the full amount would be collected. 


Two major events occurred in 1972 that had an effect on the C.L.F.H.A.

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First, the Association became incorporated under the Alberta Societies Act. 
The advantage of being incorporated was that the members of the Executive were 
then protected from lawsuits against the Club. Second, the Calgary Ladies were 
hostesses to the New South Wales Women's Touring Field Hockey feciin? The 
last visiting team to the Calgary area was in 1969 when the Jamaican Team were 
the guests. The visit by New South Wales was an excellent opportunity to 
maintain the interest in the members that was created after the National 
Tournament. New South Wales defeated the Noe team three to two. 

At first it seemed as though no financial aid for entertaining the visiting 
team would be received and as a result a levy of ten dollars per city league team 
was imposed and arrangements were made to have inexpensive activities for the 
touring pecririad But, after several inquiries were made to the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Calgary, the Association received sixty dollars to be 
utilized toward the dinner honoring the guests. 

The next year, the City was visited by the Stranmillis College/Pegasus 
Club Field Hockey Team from Ireland (August 13th to 21st) and the Australian

Once more the Club teams payed a levy to alleviate the expenses incurred but the 
total amount was fifteen dollars for hosting both yachisore No other type of 
financial aid was received, yet, this did not hinder the ladies from being excellent 
hostesses to their guests. 

The Calgary Ladies decided that costs could be cut ina rewenrece of 
operation, such as the amount of money spent and the time consumed on having 
materials (especially newsletters) copied. At that time, materials were sent to 
Edmonton to be reproduced and then returned to Calgary for distribution. After 
making inquiries and requests, the organization was able to have the Department 
of Culture, Youth and Recreation provide eighty dollars of the Administrative 
Budget as a grant to the A.W.F.H.A.. The money was used to purchase a 
duplicating machine which became the property of the Alberta Association. The 
duplicator was placed on a permanent loan to the Calgary Aub caret? 

The 1973 season drew to an end with the C,L.F.H.A. achieving a great 


deal and having started work on plans for the 1974 season.

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The Provincial Body 

In 1965, the A.W.F.H.A. had been organized as the provincial body for 
women's field hockey so that various benefits could be received from the 
Canadian Association as well as financial aid from the two levels of government 
(Federal and Provincial), At that time, the Alberta organization was entirely 
composed of Calgarians as the sport was not organized in Edmonton. Then in 1970 
the Edmonton Women's Field Hockey Club was re-established. This meant that the 
provincial body had to extend its area of interest and should have representation 
from Edmonton on the executive body. 

On January 8th, 1971, the First Annual General Meeting of the Alberta 
Women's Field Hockey Association was held. At this meeting, it was decided that 
the A.W .F.H.A.'s major responsibility was the liaison with the National body and 
between the two local bodies. The Executive elected at the meeting had 
representation from both the northern and southern associations. 

One of the major events of 1971 that the Alberta organization assisted in 
was the hosting, for the first time, of the Canadian National Women's Field 
Hockey Tournament in Ga laecicie For the competition, the Alberta team would 
again have to compete in a Regional Tournament prior to the Nationals to elect a 
Prairie representative team. A question was raised by the C.L.F.H.A. as to 


whether:

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Alberta can enter a team in the Nationals without 
entering Regional competition (being the hosting 
Province)? The thinking here is that any province 

or team is eligible to enter the nationals and, if this 

is so, could Alberta enter its team and let 
Saskatchewan and Winnipeg have a Regional and 

send the winners to the Nationals? This is mainly 
brought on by a sincere feeling that Saskatchewan 

or Manitoba would greatly benefit by national 
competition and if Alberta could gracefully 

withdraw from the Regionals, without risking losing 

an entry into the Nationals, this would give one of 
them a better chance of making the National. This 

is not to say that Alberta is so smug and confident of 
winning a Regional that we need not enter and compete. 
On the other hand, if it could be that Alberta is beaten 
in a Regional and still has the right to enter a team in 
the Nationals, why bother going through the Regional 
and risking knocking out Saskatchewan or Manitoba? 

It stems down to the Rules or the Structure of the 
National Tournament and whether or not any team 

has a right to enter the National Tournament or must : 
all entries in the Nationals be the winner of a Regional /7° 


This point was raised at the national level and a discussion was held on 
the matter. While thought was being given to allowing Alberta to enter as a 
Provincial Team, the Saskatchewan Provincial Team withdrew leaving Alberta and 
Manitoba to compete in a Prairie Regional Competition. When this announcement 
was made, many members of both the N.A.W.F.H.A. and C.L.F.H.A. felt that 
to play the Regional Match between only two provinces would be a waste of time 
and money, and that both teams antchle enter the Nationals. The N.A.W.F.H.A., 
r 


_ recommended that for this year there be only a National roursentant with the 


money allotted for the Regionals going to Manitoba to finance their team to the

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uibieteval ante The recommendation was forwarded to the Alberta Association. 
The final outcome of all the discussions that were held was that Alberta and 
Manitoba had to play a game as a Regional Match in order for Manitoba to enter 
the Nationals. This game was played the day before the National competition. 

The work that the various members put forth to have the Alberta team 
entered as a contender in the Nationals was rewarded in 1971. The Provincial - 
Team not only competed in the Tournament, but also completed the round robin 
with a record of five wins and no losses. This ended British Columbia's 
domination of the competition. As well as the Alberta team performing well in the 
games, there were also several Alberta team members selected to the Tournament 
Xl Team. (Appendix H) 

The Alberta Team was able to repeat its achievement in the 1972 
Canadian National Tournament in Montreal both in winning the tournament and 
having individuals selected to the Canadian National peenee (Appendix H) 
Also, the Alberta representatives had a thirty minute game against the United 
States National Team. Then in 1973, the National Tournament, St. John, New 
Brunswick, became a Championship resulting in a winner being officially declared. 
Prior to this, no winner was officially declared. The Albertans were again 


victorious but as co-winners. The final match was played between British

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Columbia and Alberta; after regulation time had ended, the score was tied at 
two goals apiece. Tie-breaking procedures were utilized, but, the tie could still 
not be broken. After a meeting of officials, it was decided that both teams be 
declared Co-champions. 

In conjunction with the 1971 Canadian National Tournament, the first 
National Selectors Workshop was held under the supervision of Mrs. Barbara Wilson 
(Chairman of National Selection Committee) and Mrs. Margaret Male anian The 
purpose of such a workshop was to instruct individuals in how to siete athletes for 
a representative team. A total of five Albertans registered in this workshop. 

The A.W.F.H.A,. and the Calgary ladies would not have been able to 
host the Canadian National Tournament in 1971 if it had not been for the financial 
assistance received from the National organization and the Provincial Goverhderna: 
The C.W.F.H.A. covered the major portion of the expenses by paying the travelling 
costs of teams (thirteen athletes, coach, manager) from Prince Edward Island, New 
Brunswick, Ontario, and British Columbia (no support to hosting representatives) 
plus seven officials (three from British Columbia, two from Ontario, one from New 


Brunswick, and one from Prince Edward lend). The Alberta Department of

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Culture, Youth, and Recreation provided money for the training camp held for the 
Provincial Team in Edmonton at Lister Hall Field and for the banquet at the 
tournament. 

In 1971, the A.W.F.H.A. Executive realized there was a great deal of 
work that had to be done throughout the Province, such as having nationally rated 
umpires, qualifying coaches in all regions of the Province, establishing a Provincial . 
Tournament, and introducing the sport into other regions of Alberta. It was also 
recognized that all of this could not be achieved in one year and Pheu some plan 
of attack on what aspect of the game to emphasize each year. Hence, a Five Year 
Plan Committee was established with Helen Cusworth, Pam Lillywhite, Marilyn 
Booth, Eva Welychka and Sue Nails In the succeeding year, the Five Year 
Plan was accepted in principle early in the year and eventually implemented during 
the actual playing season. (Appendix |) 

An Executive member, Kathy Broderick, received an Opportunities for 
Youth grant in 1971 to run field hockey clinics throughout the Province, but was

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members were organizing themselves and attempting to determine what its objectives 
were to be.

purchased walk on uniforms for the 1973 Summer Games teams which included 
women's field hockey. 

Each year, the Alberta Association did less work in the organization of 
local competitions and more in administration of provincial affairs. This was most 
evident during the year 1972. 

During 1972, the provincial body began making plans for incorporation. 
Most of the work was spent on changes required in the Constitution before the 
Association could be incorporated. It was also the first time the provincial 
associations were represented at a C.W.F.H.A. Annual General Meeting. 


Representation of the provincial associations to the meeting was accomplished by

That same year, preparations were being made for the second Canada 
Summer Games. Field hockey in the Games, was restricted to competitors twenty- 
three years of age and under who had not competed internationally prior to the 
Games. Miss Wendy Carson was named as Coach of the Alberta Summer Games 
Team while Miss Sandy Drever was the Manager/Assistant caer 

The A.W .F .H.A. had become more involved with the administration of the 
field hockey program in the province. It was working on furthering all aspects of 


the game (player development, coaching clinics, umpiring clinics).

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CHAPTER VI 


SUMMARY 


In 1957, women in Calgary began to play field hockey in a mixed league 
while women in the Edmonton area were involved in a similar league prior to 1962. 
Then in 1962, the female members in both areas separated from the men to form 
their own clubs. These were known as the Calgary Ladies Field Hockey Club 
(C.L.F.H.C.) and the Edmonton Ladies Field Hockey Club (E.L.F.H.C.). Both 
organizations were established due to the increased membership but the Calgary 
organization was also formed to obtain government grants. 

The two clubs, during the first year of existence, discussed the 
possibility of forming a provincial association. Talk on this matter was held due to 
the fact that the Canadian Women's Field Hockey Association was also formed in 
1962. This body - the C.W.F.H.A. - became the representative body for 
Canada at International Conferences and the administrative body for the game 
within Canada. Accordingly, being the administrative body, it provided grants for 
clinics and established policy that influenced all individuals involved with the 
sport. Therefore, if the Calgary ladies and the Edmonton ladies wished to obtain 
grants and to have, in the future, some members attend international events, a 


provincial body had to be established that would be affiliated with the 
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C.W.F.H.A. 

The E.L.F.H.C. was only in existence for one year before being 
disseminated due to lack of beritient membership. Pick-up games were enjoyed 
by the few that maintained an interest in the sport. 

The C.L.F.H.C. had a longer life in that they did not disband till 1964. 
As was in the case with the Edmonton Club, this was due to a decrease in 
membership. But, there were a number of ladies that were still attracted to the 
game. These women joined the men's teams so that they could sagt their 
competition. 

A letter was written to the Promotions Chairman of the C.W.F.H.A. 
enquiring as to possible ways of enhancing the field hockey situation in the 
Province. Miss Christine Grant felt the best method was to publicize the sport 
and that this could be achieved by having a set of exhibition games between a 
British Columbia team and teams from Calgary and Edmonton. Such an event 
occurred on May 16th ad 17th, 1964, in Calgary, but, Edmonton did not 
participate as the members were unable to organize a team. 

The effect was positive as the ladies in Calgary regrouped the following 
year as the Alberta Women's Field Hockey Association (A.W .F.H .A.). As was 
stated previously, the stobineial organization was formed to gain benefits that 
were granted to provincial associations such as financial assistance from the 
C.W.F.H.A. and Provincial Governments, entry to the National Tournament 
that was sponsored by the Canadian body, and affiliation with the National 


organization. Asa result of this, the first Alberta Team was selected that very 
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same year to compete in the Western Sectional Tournament. From this, three 
teammates were selected to the Western Team that participated in the Canadian 
Nationals. 

After the 1966 Canadian National competition, a touring team was 
selected to enter the International Tournament in Germany. Mrs. Sue Millikin was 
named to this team and became the first Albertan to be on the team breaking 
British Columbia's domination of the Western representatives. 

The Alberta Association did not direct its attention solely fo the Alberta 
Team, but were very concerned with the local scene and worked on improving it so 
that all members benefited. In 1965, the ladies' and men's clubs combined forces 
to teach the game to youngsters. Rosemary Fettes, Alex Hoos, Amby Gregg, and 
helpers from both associations were involved. 

The Calgary women held their first clinic in 1966. The clinic was on 
umpiring on November 4th, Sth, and 6th at the University of Calgary with Mrs. 
Margaret McLean and Miss Florence Strachan instructing. At the time, it was 
felt that the immediate area needing improvement was umpiring since there were 
very few qualified officials among the teams. 

During 1966, the C.W.F.H.A. passed motions concerning eligibility for 
Athletes to the National Tournament and the time of year that the competition was 
to be held. The Canadian body realized that originally there were not very many 
Canadians involved in the game, but with bei this involvement had grown. Thus, 
it was felt slit an opportunity should be made to involve Canadians in the 


Nationals. The ruling that was passed, in essence stated that to be eligible as a 
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participant in the Canadian National Tournament, the individual must be a 
Canadian citizen or have resided in Canada for one year. This did not harm the 
field hockey situation in Alberta for the "Old-Country" immigrants could still 
play, but it encouraged more Albertans to become involved with the game. 

As well as this, it was decided to change the time of the Nationals from 
Spring to Fall. The change was a result of the fact that the only area in Canada 
that was prepared to play field hockey in the Spring was British Columbia since 
the remaining areas of Canada were covered by snow during the Winters Passing 
of this item benefited Albertans tremendously because they no longer had to train 
indoors but could train during the Summer for the event. 

Clinics continued in 1967. Barbara Schrodt and Gwen Brockman 
(National Coach) conducted an umpiring and coaching clinic for advanced players 
on May 19th and 20th, then returned on May 30th and 31st to instruct a coaching 
clinic for beginners. In conjunction with the first clinic and with the Calgary 
Centennial Sports Festival, a tournament was held with teams participating from 
Manitoba, British Columbia and Calgary. 

That same year, contact was established with the Department of Youth 
concerning the method of obtaining financial aid for various functions. Also, the 
Alberta organization was invited to attend the Provincial Sports Governing Body 
Meeting on September 8th, 9th, and 10th, 1967. The meeting was held to 
determine the problems and successes that sports were having in the Province. 

The University of Calgary became involved with the game during the 


same year by offering a field hockey course and by organizing a team. Then 
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later, the Western Canadian Intercollegiate Athletic Association sanctioned the 
game as a Tournament Sport for women with the competition beginning in 1968. 
The University of Alberta also offered a course in the sport in 1967, but did not 
organize a team till 1968 and entered the W .C wL.A.A. in 1969. 

Junior programs received a boost in 1968 when the A.W.F.H .A. and the 
City of Calgary, Parks and Recreation Department co-sponsored a summer 
recreation course in field hockey during the months of July and August. After the 
course was completed, the students were asked if they would like to continue in 
the activity, and if so, they were then encouraged to join the Junior Program. 
This resulted in an increase in membership. 

That same year, Calgary hosted its first international visit of Queen's 
University, Belfast, Ireland, on September 6th to the 9th, inclusive. This was a 
special event for the members as it allowed the high ability level people to compete 
with someone that was equal in ability or higher. Also, it provided the 
remaining members with an opportunity to observe an excellent match and to 
learn various skills from the Irish. 

With the interest in the sport being felt at various levels, the women 
decided it was time to introduce the School Boards to the sport so that it could 
become part of the physical education program. A clinic was co-sponsored by 
the Calgary School Board, Department of Culture, Youth and Recreation, and 
the A.W.F.H.A. during a teacher's convention, February 21st, 1969. The 
Canadian Association provided Margaret McLean and Florence Strachan Peterson 


as instructors. An umpiring clinic was held at the same time. 
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As well as exposing the sport to the school teachers, the women were 
provided with the opportunity to introduce the game to the general public. The 
A.W.F.H.A. had a booth in the Calgary Stampede's "Salute to Youth" that was 
manned by members and filled with equipment and pictures of field hockey. In 
addition to this, modified games were played in a confined space to provide the 
public with an idea of how the game was played and what the skills were. 

That Summer the women hosted another visiting team, this time from 
Jamaica. Again the membership enjoyed the opportunity to view a ibath from 
outside of Canada. 

The 1969 Alberta Summer Games Team was the first Provincial Team that 
was truly representative in that Miss Sue Neill from Edmonton was selected to it. 
Previous Alberta teams were composed of individuals from Calgary. 

Sue Neill was a member of the E.L.F.H.C. which had re-established 
itself that year but with no formalized organization. The intent that year was to 
determine if there was a sufficient number of women interested in formally forming 
the club the following year and to provide instruction. The University of Alberta 
played a major role in the matter by offering a course in field hockey and 
organizing a University Team. The effect of the University was that interest was 
created among the students who in turn influenced other individuals. This 
fascination for the sport continued into the Winter; consequently, the Kinsmen 
Field House was utilized for indoor hockey on a sharing basis with the men. The 
sessions in the Field House were concluded with a Mixed Indoor Tournament on 


February 2nd to 5th, 1970. 
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The display of enthusiasm during 1969 resulted in the E.L.F.H.C. 
formally organizing themselves with a full executive and with a few members on 
the Alberta Executive the following year. 

Later that year, March 2nd, an Annual General Meeting was held by 
the E.L.F.H.C. It was felt by the members present that they should not restrict 
themselves to Edmonton as there were probabilities of having members from outside 
of Edmonton. Owing to this speculation, the meeting passed a motion which 
changed the name of the club to the Northern Alberta Women's Field Hockey 
Association (N.A.W.F.H.A.). 

During the same year, the C.L.F.H.A. was re-organized on January 
15th. The re-establishment of the club was a result of the Edmonton women 
forming their club once more; the A.W.F.H.A. could no longer be concerned solely 
with field hockey in Calgary. Therefore, the Calgary women needed to form a body 
that administered the sport in their area. Their first major project was to sponsor 
the first Schoolgirl's Field Hockey Tournament which was on September 26th, and 
grew to be an annual event. The women also expanded their league by allowing 
the University to enter a team. The C.L.F.H.A., in addition, had a 
representative in the Calgary Amateur Sports Federation. 

A strong controversy arose concerning the method of determining 
representation to the National Tournament. The C.W.F.H .A. decided not to have 
a representative team from each province, but to have representation according to 
a geographical and player ratio basis. This meant that British Columbia had two 


teams; the Prairies (Alberta, Saskatchewan, Manitoba) had one team; Ontario 
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and Quebec combined had two teams; and the Maritimes had one team. Alberta 
was very upset with this and displayed their objections to the Canadian organization 
whenever possible. But, this was to no avail for the 1970 National Tournament 
structure remained as was stated. Hence, a Regional Tournament between 

Alberta, Saskatchewan, and Manitoba was held on August Ist, 1970, at the 
University of Calgary. | 

Strong oppositions were continued in 1971 mainly because Calgary was 
selected as the site of the 1971 National Competition. It was felt by Alberta, 
that since it was hosting the event, it should be allowed to enter a representative 
pear While thought was being given to the matter, Saskatchewan withdrew its 
team leaving only Alberta and Manitoba in the Regionals. It was agreed that it 
would be a waste of time to hold a competition between two teams so Alberta was 
allowed to have a team in the Canadian event. Manitoba would be allowed an 
entry as well but only after playing Alberta in a Regional Match. 

The Canadian National Tournament was hosted by Calgary on September 
18th to 20th, 1971, inclusive. The struggle that was put forth by various Alberta 
members was rewarded at the competition by the Alberta team completing the | 
event with an undefeated record and then eitcing six team members on the 
Tournament XI Team. The representative team managed to repeat its performance 
for two additional years (1972, 1973). 

At a Semi-Annual Meeting of the Calgary Public School Teachers on 
June 16th, 1971, field hockey was accepted as a sanctioned activity for 


interschoo! competition in the senior high schools. For the women who had 
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worked hard on having the sport in the schools, this was a just reward. The 
C.L.F.H.A. would work in cooperation with the Calgary School Board in the 
area of schoolgirl tournaments and any possible clinics that may occur. 

The A.W.F.H.A. held its first Annual General Meeting on January 
8th, 1971, when it was officially decided that the purpose of the body would be 
to act as liaison between the two local clubs and the Canadian organization. 
During this year, a Committee worked on forming a Five Year Plan that was 
approved in principle the next year. The plan was to improve the field hockey 
organization and participation in the province. 

Nineteen hundred and seventy-two was the year in which the second 
Annual Canada Summer Games were held. Once more field hockey was an activity 
for the women, but there were some restrictions placed on the eligibility of the 
athletes. The competition was open to athletes twenty-three years of age and 
under and to those who had not been on a touring team. Wendy Carson and Sandy 
Draear were the coaches of Alberta's first Junior Team. 

Both the Calgary club and the Edmonton club were hosts to the New 
South Wales Touring Team during the latter part of May, 1972. For Edmonton, 
though, this was their first international visit. Therefore, this was used in a 
manner to benefit the members and publicize the sport. 

The C.L.F.H.A. expanded their league in 1972 by forming a Second 
Division and allowing community league teams and school teams to compete in a 
Junior League. The First Annual Community League Tournament was held with 


three teams participating. The following year this grew to twelve teams. This 
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same year the organization became incorporated. Clinics were again held with 
Jean McHeath, former All-England National Coach, providing the instruction. 

In 1973, the A.W.F.H.A, realized the benefits of belonging to Sport 
Alberta. aoe ers occupied the Percy Page Sport Center in St. Albert which 
was a location that amateur sport associations could use to their advantage in 
assisting them in their administrative work. Therefore, the field hockey association 
was given some office space and a desk as well as access to meeting rooms and 
duplicating facilities. The first Annual Provincial Tournament ane formally 
organized and held in Calgary on September Ist, 2nd, and 3rd, 1973. 

Again the local clubs were hosts to visiting teams from Stranmillis 
College/Pegasus Club, Ireland, and the Australian Touring Team in 1973, 
Edmonton was also visited by the New Zealand Touring Team. 

The work of the field hockey associations in Alberta was greatly aided by 
the two types of assistance received. One was financial help from different levels 
of government which was used toward expenses occurred when entertaining guests, 
sponsoring clinics, tournaments, and operating the J aeCIC| team. The other 
type of aid was obtained from the Parks and Recreation Department who provided 
and maintained the playing surfaces in the respective cities. 

The sport had a small and rather bleak start back in 1962, but it did not 
seem to shake the determination of the a women who worked hard toward 
achieving a league in the sport. Through the unrelentless work of the original 
members and the increased enthusiasm of new members, the sport grew with 


success. The success is more noticeable in Calgary than in Edmonton as is evident 
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by the fact that Calgary has a Junior Division, sponsors a Schoolgirl Tournament 
as well as a Community League Tournament and has two divisions in the Senior 


League.

TERMS OF REFERENCE 


December 1, 1970. 

Field Hockey Canada will provide liaison between the Canadian Field 
Hockey Association and the Canadian Women's Field Hockey Association, on the 
one hand, and governmental agencies in Ottawa, on the other. Further, it will 
deal directly with the Executive Director in so far as terms of employment, duties, 
and salary are concerned. It will be responsible to C.F.H A. and C.W.F.H.A. 
and represent their joint and separate interests. 

At the outset F.H.C. will comprise no more than three members appointed 
by each organization, one of whom in each case will, if possible, be a financial 
officer. The Executive Director will attend meetings and serve as secretary. 

The Chairmanship will alternate between representatives of €.F.H.A. 
and C.W.F.H.A., each incumbent to serve for two years if possible, with power 
to vote. The Chairman will be elected by the members of F.H.C. The 
Chairman will chair meetings and will be responsible on behalf of F.H.C. to 
C.F.H.A. and C.W.F.H.A. 


One member of F.H.C. will serve as Treasurer, if possible for a two- 
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year term. The Treasurer will normally come from the organisation not 


_ represented by the Chairman. He will administer the funds of F.H.C. and be 


responsible for all disbursements involved in the employment of Executive Director.

travel A requested by F.H.C.; 

act as Business and Circulation Manager of Canadian Field Hockey News;

In March, 1970 the C,W.F.H.A. President forwarded to all C.W.F.H.A. Executive 
members and to all Provincial Association Presidents and Secretaries her detailed 


Report of meetings she attended in Ottawa from March 20th - 22nd as the C.W.F.H.A.'s 


Representative at a Conference re "A Proposed Sports Policy for Canadians". A 


working knowledge of her Report is essential to appreciate the following notes. 
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It is now coiamon infornation that Field Nockey became a Priority 1 Sport; 
thereby, generating a release of federal funds to hire an Executive Director, 
to be located in the Sports Adninistration Centre in Ottawa. A further inheritance 
required the C.W.F.a.A, to work with the Canadian Field Hockey Association (C.I.H.A.) 
for the appointiient. of an Executive Director for field hockey, in the establishment 
of his/her duties, and in the determination of his/her salary, benefits, and 
method of payment, . 
Accordingly, several members of the CaWeF Hel. Executive negotiated with 
their C.F.i.A. counterparts during the spring and summer, and then, on Labour 
Day weekend, both the C.W.F.H.A. president and Imaediate Past-President met with 
the C.F.H.A. Board of Control in Montreal to discuss appointment guidelines, 
review applications for the position, and to originate a basic framework for the 
formation of a continuing Connittee responsible for all aspects of C.F.H.A./ 
C.VW.F.H.A. joint responsibilities as a Category 1 epones ae 
At that time, Toni Proyer, Pat Clarke, Malcolm McGregor (President C.F.H.A.), 
and John Chapman (Vice-President C.F.H.A.) reached unanimous agreement as to 
their first choice from the applicants for the position of Executive Director. 
It is with pleasure you are now advised that the gentleman of their choice, 
Mr. Paul Lapointe, has been appointed to the position of Executive Director of 
Field Hockey with effect, subject to Ottawa's approval, from December lst, 1970. 
His biography will appear in’ the Winter Issue of CANADIAN FIELD HOCKEY NEWS. 
Already an Ottawa resident, his terms of appcintient are subject to renegotiation 
with effect from March 31st, 1971. Such renegotiation seened essential in view . 
of pending changes in the C.W.F.H.A.'s Board of Control effective January lst, 1971. | 
Further, by the end of ifarch he will have had time to undertake several duties 
for the C.IF.H.A. and C.W.F.H.A. and we were reluctant at this stage to establish 
a structure which bound both Associations and tir. Lapointe into an inflexible 


set of guidelines. 


DUTIES AND RESPOWSIBILITIES OF THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 


Attached you will find an outline of his duties which has been approved by 
the C.F.H.A. and which the C.W.F.H.A,. Exccutive approved in principle during the 
October Meeting in Hanilton, Please study them and pass them to your successor 
when your Term-of-Office is at an end. It is essential that all C.W.F.HA, 


and Provincial Association Uxecutive nembers understand thea and their implications, 
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It is expected that many of you will have constructive suggestions to put forth to 
the C.W.F.H.A. with a view to improving thea. Tine and a careful study of them 
should initiate his operating within a framework to the C.W.F.H.A.'s aaxinui 


advantage. 


FORLATION OF FIELD HOCKLY CANADA 


Because the Executive Director represents field hockey, it was necessary to 
form a joint C,F.H.A. - C.W.F. HAA, body to employ hin, to determine all duties and 
responsibilities relating to his office, and to provide a structure for both 
associations to negotiate watters of mutual concern. This body is to be known as 
FIELD HOCKEY CANADA (F.H.C.). 

Please study the attached Terms of Reference for F,H.C. and their implications. 
It is imperative that all C.\i.F.H.A. members fully appreciate the role of the two 
or three C.W.F.H.A. Representatives on F.H.C. Whoever is appointed is still 
responsible to the C.W,F.H.A.'s Board of Control which in turn, is responsible to 
the C.W.F.H.A.'s general membership. 

In order that the Executive Director may "get on with the job" immediately, 
F.H.C. (until December 3lct, 1970 F.H.C. is composed of Malcolm licGregor, John 
Chapnan,,Pat Clarke, Charlotte Warren, and Paul Lapointe) is to meet with hin in 
Vancouver from December llth - 14th. During this time, he will also have separate 
meetings with the C.F.H.A's Board of Control (to which Pat and I have been invited) ; 
CDN.T.H. NEWS personnel, the C.W.F.H.A.'s Finance and Tours Chairmen and Treasurer; 
‘and he is scheduled to watch both men's and wouen's games, Pat and I (since 
September 17th, 1970 for T.H.C. negotiations i have acted as proxy for the C.W.F.H.A. 
President) fecl it is essential for him to discuss all matters pertaining to the 
1971 Canadian Touring Team and financing thereof, the transfer to him of the 
C.U.FeHA.'s task of circulating CDN. i,H,NEWS, and the mechanics of collecting 
individual dues in order to assist the new C.W.F.H.A. Treasurer. We see numerous 
other arcas in which he might prove useful but we must wait for the outcome of our 
current elections as we do not wish to load him with duties on which we are uncertain 
as to the 1971 C.W.F.H.A. Board of Control Stand. 

If you have any inquirics with respect to T.H.C., please direct them to Toni, 
Pat or Charlotte prior to December 3lst, 1970. On or after January Ist, 1971 any 
inquiries, I suggest,, should be forwarded to the C.\W.F.H.A. Secretary who assumes 
her responsibilitics that day. She, in turn, will direct them to either one of 
the two or three individuals whor the now CWP. HA. Board of Control will be required 
to appoint immediately to FHC. 
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Please circulate this information to all your executive members, local or 
area associations, and to your general meibership as soon as possible, It should 
assist you in filling space" in your provincial/local newsletters! 

In conclusion, J wish to recognize with gratitude the C.F.H.A.'s leadership 
in the negotiations for the development of F.H,C. and all matters leading to the 
appointment of its first Executive Director, The unaninity reached in Montreal 
between Toni, Pat, Halcolu, and John established a sound and amicable atmosphere 
for the ensuing many meetings and I sincerely hope that this constructive momentun 


for F.H.C. and its Executive Director will continue from 1971 into the future.

PROPOSALS SUBMITTED BY ALBERTA 


FOR DISCUSSION 
AT THE ANNUAL COUNCIL MEETING 
OF THE CANADIAN WOMEN'S FIELD HOCKEY ASSOCIATION 


OCTOBER 9, 1970 


Alberta wishes to present three proposals concerning the present 
structure of National Tournaments. 


I. Be it proposed that TEAM REPRESENTATION AT ALL NATIONAL 
TOURNAMENTS BE ON A PROVINCIAL BASIS. 


We urge this for the following reasons:~ 


1. Player's point of view 


When three provinces are combined - the better players will 
show better in a stronger team. 


2. Team point of view 


The Prairie Team is a group of people who play together 

for one-weekend - they can never achieve the status and 

feeling of a team that has worked and practiced together 
over a period of time. 


By agreeing to a Prairie Team, we are saying that hockey 
is not a game of teamwork and strategy but a game of 
individual skills and individual players. This, of course, 
is not so. 


3. Provincial Hockey Association view 
Hockey is developed and fostered on a provincial basis 


more strongly than on a clumsy unwieldy prairie province 
basis. 


It is impossible to practice with players from three provinces - 
teamwork is most important for provincial representation 
and this cannot occur when the team is from three provinces. 


4. Provincial Government view 


Money-wise - provincial governments support a team only 
on a provincial basis. 
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II. Be it proposed that THE CITIZENSHIP O& ONE YEAR RESIDENCE 
QUALIFICATION APPLY TO PLAYERS AT ALL NATIONAL TOURNAMENTS. 


When trials for selection of a national team occur, these 
should be held separately and should not replace the national 
tournament. Trials of eligible players (citizenship of 

three years' residence) could immediately follow the national 
tournament. 


III. Be it proposed that TEAM REPRESENTATION AT ALL NATIONAL 
TOURNAMENTS BE LIMITED TO ONE TEAM PER PROVINCE. 


Participation in a national tournament is the best form of 
coaching for a player. To deprive a province of more than 
token representation eg. two players on a regional team, is 
an injustice to that province. Conversely two teams from 
one province gain double benefit.

The organization shall be called the ALBERTA WOMEN'S FIELD HOCKEY 


ASSOCIATION (hereinafter referred to as "the Association").
